flag RAISING at newtonville. 

THE RKPUBLICAX* RATIFY’ TlfEIR CANDI- 
DATE* IX TREMOXT ft ALL. 

A Harrison and Morton flag was thrown 
out in Newtonville Tuesday evening, 
under the auspices of the ward Republi- 
can committee. Tlie line on which tho 
flag was suspended ran from tlie roof of 
Leavitt’s block to the flagstaff iu the 
centre of the square. Notwithstanding 
the threatening aspect of the weather, 
with slight rain, there were quite a large 
number of people present, from various 
parts of the city. Immediately after the 
flag was thrown out, the Newton City 
band rendered "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” and other selections, and a display 
of fireworks took place. At about 
o’clock a fair sized audience gathered in 
Tremont Hail and listened to remarks by 
several speakers. 

Tlie meeting was called to order by Mr. 
E. W. Bailey, secretary of the ward ami 
city committee, who spoke briefly, allud- 
ing to tlie fact that tlie flag which had 
just been suspended was the gift of a cit- 
izen, and had been used for a similar 
purpose in tlie Blaine and Cleveland 
campaign. The Republican party stood 
upon the broad platform of protection to 
American labor and industries, and its 
present standard bearers would be tri- 
umphantly elected. Tlie next adminis- 
tration would be four years of strong 
Republican rule. Tlie Republicans of 
Newtonville deemeef it advisable to have 
a home rally, and had met to ratify the 
nomination of Harrison and Morton. 

Tlie meeting organized with tlie choice 
of Mr. E. H. Pierce as chairman and Mr. 
E. \Y . Bailey, secretary. In asssuraing 
the chair, Mr. Pierce spoke at some 
length in regard to the issues of the 
campaign. He alluded to Cleveland as 
a used-up man. for two reasons; first, be- 
cause the people believe in seif protec- 
tion, and secoud, on account of the pop- 
ular expression of disapproval which is 
always shown toward men who are not 
what they seem.

Tin. COMMON COUNCIL RESCINDS THE 
$(1,000 lminoB order* 

The Common Council held n special 
meeting Monday evening, President Burr 
in the chair. There were present Coun- 
cilmen Hunt, Wiswall, Fenno, Moody, 
Hale, Head, Powell, Hamblen and Ken- 
nedy. The minutes of the last meeting 
wera read and approved. 

Business from the hoard of aldermen 
was disposed of in concurrence. 

THE RRIDOE ORDER. 

When tho order for rescinding the ap- 
propriation of $(1,000 for repairs of the 
Lower Falls and Bemis bvidges'eamo up. 
Councilman Moody called attention to 
the dilatory course of the selectmen of 
Wellesley, who were still delaying to 
call a meeting to consider the question 
of a new bridge, and moved that the ap- 
propriation be rescinded as regards the 
$2 .(hk> for the Bemis bridge, but that the 
$4,000 for repairs at Lower Falls bo re- 
tained. The city would then have money 
to make repairs, if \)£ellcsley should re- 
fuse to help build a new bridge. 

Councilman Kennedy did not think 
that the original order specified any 
special sum for either bridge. 

Councilman Moody said that this was 
the proportion agreed upon, according 
to information he had received from the 
city engineer. 

Councilman Kennedy said that the se- 
lectmen of Wellesley desired an iron 
bridge, and had promised to call a town 
meeting about August first. If they saw 
that Newton had no money for repairs 
they would think the city was in earnest 
in regard to the new bridge and it might 
spur them on to action. 

* Councilman Head asked if the town of 
Wellesley was baking any action in re- 
gard to the matter. 

Councilman Moody said that no war- 
rant for a town meeting had been issued 
yet, and the selectmen seemed to be 
strangely dilatory about the matter. Tho 
bridge was in a very dangerous condi- 
tion and immediate action was a necessi- 
ty. 

Councilman Wiswall asked the city en- 
gineer if he had examined the bridge re- 
cently. 

Mr. Noyes said that, there was no ques- 
tion but that the bridge was in an unsafe 
condition, and he was surprised that it 
had stood as long as it had. The street 
department had closed ono half of the 
bridge, and had put up warning notices, 
but something might give way any day. 
It would certainly have to be rebuilt this 
year. The selectmen of Wellesley seem 
to be in earnest and promised to call a 
meeting August first, to consider the pro- 
ject of anew bridge. He saw no reason 
to doubt that they intended to do some- 
thing, although they were in no great 
haste about it. Their side of the bridge 
was unsafe, although it was in somewhat 
better condition than the Newton side. 
Both parties must act jointly in building 
the bridge. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Moody’s 
amendment, and it was defeated, after 
which the order was passed. 

TIIE ALMSHOUSE SITE. 

Councilman Moody objected to the 
reference of the petition in regard to re- 
moving the almshouse, and read a strong 
remonstrance from the residents and 
property owners in the neighborhood of 
the proposed location. They stilted tnat 
the proposed site was only one eighth of 
a mile from the present site and within 
five minutes walk of the station, and the 
moving of the buildings might involve a 
large expense, as they would have to be 
moved in sections and some of them 
might have to be taken down. The 
presence of the almshouse in that vicin- 
ity would be of great damage to their 
property, The remonstrance was signed 
by Geo. W. Fox, L. E. Leland and nine 
others. He moved that the petition for 
the removal be laid on the table. 

C.’otyicilman Kennedy said that the. pe- 
tition and the remonstrance should both 
be referred to the committee on public 
property, and they could give a public 
hearing before anything was done. The 
reference of the petition was then con- 
curred in, after which the remonstrance 
was read, and a public hearing asked for 
before any action was taken. Referred 
to public property committee. 

Miss Augusta M. Pope asked for a con- 
crete sidewalk on Waverly avenue, Ward 
7; referred. 

MR. GORE’S RESIGNATION. 

Councilman Fenno expressed his regret 
at the resignation of Councilman Gore 
aud moved that a committee of three be 
appointed to draw up resolutions.express- 
ing tire regret of the common council at 
the loss of his valuable services. 

The motion passed and the President 
appointed Councilmen Fenno, Read and 
Kennedy as the committee. 

Councilman Kennedy asked to he ex- 
cused as he expected to go away this 
week to remain during August. 

Councilman Ilambleu was appointed in 
his place. 

President Burr appointed Councilman 
Bond to till the vacancy ou the street 
light committee and Councilman Moody 
to till the vacancy on the highway com- 
mittee. 

The council then adjourned.

FUNERAL AT SEWTON YILLE. 


SERVICES IN MEMORY OF MR. AND MRS. 

W. E. WENTWORTH. 

Memorial services were held in the 
Methodist Church, Newtonville, Sunday 
afternoon, as a tribute of respect to the 
late Mr. aud Mrs. Willard E. Wentworth, 
who were drowned at Lake Sunapee, 
New Hampshire, two weeks ago, aud 
whose remaius were interred in the New- 
ton cemetery on Saturday afternoou last. 
The family and a delegation of the New- 
ton Outing Club occupied seats in the 
front of the church, aud the auditorium 
was completely tilled by the largo gath- 
ering present from various sections of 
the city. The pulpit platform was ap- 
propriately decorated with foliage aud 
cut {lowers, aud in the centre an easel 
was placed, on which were suspended 
pictures of the young couple. On either 
side of the easel beautiful dotal tributes 
were placed, one, a broken column, from 
the Newton Outing Club, and the other, 
a pillow, from the famlies of the young 
couple, inscribed “Our Children." 

Tne services ope lied with the organ 
voluntary, after which the quartet of the 
church — Mrs. Kluo Carter, soprano; 
Miss Nellie O. Simpson, alto; Mr. Kino 
Carter, tenor: Mr. C. A. Sodeu, bass — 
saug “lleuley,’’ and Rev. George S. But- 
ters. pastor of the church, read selections 
from the Scriptures. A second rendition 
hy the quartet preceded the address by 
Mr. Butters. 


The speaker alluded to the excellent 
characters of tho young couple, aud of 
the lessons to be gathered; from'their 
lives. A little more than 2d years ago a 
baby boy had|entored a Christian home. 
His childhood days had cheered his pa- 
rents, and in boyhood and manhood he 
had driven many a dark cloud from their 
horizon. God had blest his parents in 
him. In his schooldays be won tho confi- 
dence of his comrades, and with tho ad- 
vent of manhood his quiet character and 
gentlemanly conduct endeared him to a 
large circle of friends. When ho went 
out into the world, he worked his way 
from office boy to the position he hold at 
the time of his death. He was worthy j 
of trust and his advancement was rapid. 
His leisure moments were devoted to 
gathering useful information, for he had 
a love and taste for knowledge. 

A beautiful girl was born, one who nt ; 
the early age of 14 gave her heart to j 
Christ, and who from that time until her i 
death led a life consistent with that of a 
true follower of .lesus. She developed 
musical tastes, and her beautiful voice 
was a delight to her friends. While pur- 
suing her musical studies in Boston, she 
met young Mr. Wentworth. An acquaint- 
ance ripened into friendship, and friend- 
ship into love and the union of trusting 
hearts. They w ere married by Bishop 
Huntington, at tho request of tho bride, as 
he was an old and very kind friend. 
It was an impressive ceremony, the Epis- 
copal marriage service, with its beautiful 
solumn words, being read. They went 
out into a future bright with promise, 
and sought a quiet retreat where they 
could enjoy each other in loving compan- 
ionship, planning for each other’s future 
pleasure and looking forward to a happy 
life together. 

It was not to be, and God called them 
home. They passed into the great be- 
yond, clasped in each other’s arms. The 
cloud seems heavy, hut it has its silver 
lining in the beautiful light ofGod’s prom- 
ise. We may not penetrate tho divine 
mystery, but we are assured that it is 
well with them for whom wo mourn in 
this hour of bereavement. 

They died together and perhaps it was 
better so, for think of tho anguish if one 
had been saved and the other drowned. 
This young man l had not known long, 
but his appearance pleased mo and it 
was my desire to know him better. It is 
the universal sentiment of respect and 
reverence for his memory which speaks 
for his character. The words of com- 
mendation from those who lived in the 
community where he lived show clearly 
that he must have possessed a moral and 
manly character. Among his papers was 
found the Lasell Young Women’s 
Pledge, signed in his own hand-writing, 
promising to abstain from the use of in- 
toxicating liqum s and indicating his pur- 
pose to do all that he could to influence 
others to refrain from the use of drink. 
We commend his motive, for underneath 
we see that he realized he had assumed 
greater responsibilities and that he must 
meet his duties faithfully and well. It 
indicated a conception and purpose in 
life which would have been good and no- 
ble in the sight of God and man had he 
been spared. 

speaking to the members of the New- 
ton Outing Club, Rev. Mr. Butters said: 
You who have known this young man 
feel a just pride in his strong character. 
Could he address you he would urge you 
to live nobly, with high ideals before 
you. that your lives might not be in vain. 

When I saw the bereaved relatives 
looking into the grave where their loved 
one lay, the sorrow seemed too great to 
bear, yet God was with them in their 
deepest moments of grief. MayGod spare 
the son who has been left to be a comfort 
and support to his parents, and may that 
boy be a blessing to his father and moth- 
er. May God be your support and 
strength, my boy, and may you become a 
noble, Christian man. 

Should we not all resolve to lead better 
lives? Oh, that we would accept God’s 
help and live so well that his approval 
would rest upon us. Let us think of 
their lives and strive to imitate their no- 
ble example that when the end comes 
we may enter the gates and meet them 
in the Eternal home. 

Prayer and the singing of ‘‘Rest’’ by 
the quartet brought the impressive exer- 
cises to a close. 


The Lake Sunapee Tragedy. 

The recovery Friday last of tho victims 
of the sad drowning.accident at Lake Sun- 
apee terminated the most agonizing sus- 
pense on the part of relatives of the unfor- 
tunate ones, as such a successful result j 
had been considered uncertain by tho sub- 
marine searchers, owing to the lack of | 
knowledge of the locality of the accident, 
and the remarkably low temperature of 
the water in which they worked. The 
water, which varied in depth from 1.7 to 
70 feet, was so intensely cold as to force 
the divers to the surface for warmth after 
short periods of submersion. Springs of 
ice cold water were constantly encount- 
ered. The second diver summoned from 
Boston, went down at the location laid 
down in the plan, which had been syste- 
matically arranged and followed by his 
predecessor, about 4 o’clock, and in 20 
minutes discovered the bodies of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wentworth lying upon the pebbly 
bottom at a distance of about 130 yards 
from shore, in 30 feet of water. They 
were tightly clasped in each other's arms, 
thus indicating that she had fallen from 
the boat, and in his attempt to rescue her 
both had been drowned. On account of 
the time that the bodies had remained in 
the water, they were left undisturbed till 
morning, when they were taken up, 
placed in one casket, and conveyed to 
Newtonville. They were buried in the 
same position of death embrace in which 
they were found. The remains reached 
Newtonville on the 3.05 train from Bos- 
ton last Saturday afternoon and were 
met at the depot by Undertaker Cate, 
where carriages were provided for the 
parents and immediate friends of the 
young couple. The procession proceed- 
ed to the Newton cemetery, whore a 
simple service was belli at the grave. Rev. 
George S. Butters, pastor of the Metho- 
dist church officiating, reading selections 
from the Scriptures and offering a fervent 
prayer. The floral tributes were laid up- 
on the casket, and the remains were 
lowed to their final resting place. 

The sad uinliug of the lives of the young 
couple lias been a great shock to the 
community, and the most sincere sym- 
pathy is expressed for the bereaved 
parents and family. Mr. Wentworth was 
esteemed and beloved liy all who knew 
him, and possessed genial manners and 
sterling traits of character. His wife was 
a beautiful young girl, a bride of less 
than two months, the idol of her parents 
and beloved by her friends and associates.

TIIE ELLIOTT ESTATE. 

THE GREAT IMPROVEMENT NOW 1IEINO 
MADE IN WEST NEWTON. 


The Elliott estate on Waltham afreet 
is undergoing a series of changes which 
when completed will open up a large 
amount of flue building land in ono of 
the prettiest and most desirable sections 
of the city. The property was purchased 
l»y George 1). Cox. dr., and a gang of 
men have been and are at present at 
work in grading streets amt excavating 
for cellars, while the work of construc- 
tion of houses has already been com- 
menced. Tho direction of affairs is un- 
der the management of Mr. George 1). 
Cox, Sen., and tho contract work is be- 
ing pushed rapidly under the direction 
of Mr. W. II. Mngue. The estate has 
been subdivided into 100 building lots i 
and the idea of the owner is to offer de- 
sirable lots at a moderate price and to 
build a number of modcrato cost dwell- 
ings, to be sold at a price averaging 
$4500, on easy terms os payment. The 
lots will contain in the vicinity of 500 
square feet and tho houses will be sub- ; 
stantially constructed and neat both in 
exterior and interior finish. The best of 
sanitary arrangements will bo provided. 
Each house will contain from eight to 
nine rooms including bath-room aud fur- 
nace. The lowor floor will comprise the 
large hall, parlor, diningroom and kitch- 
en, with plenty of closet room. There 
will be four chambers and the bnth-room 
on the second floor and two finished 
rooms and storage room in the attic. 
The cellars are laid in mortar from the 
foundation and the underpinning is sol- 
id granite. Four of these houses are al- 
ready under way and ten more will be 
started as soon as the collars are com- 
pleted. In front of each liouso there 
will be a handsome portico with a broad 
veranda extending around the sidoof tho 
dwelling. New streets are being laid, 
tho principal one of which is to lie 
known as Elliott avenue, extending from 
Waltham to Watertown street. The 
water mains are being laid and when the 
street is completed it will bo 40 feet 
wide. The land in front of the houses 
will bo graded and sodded, the lawn ex- 
tending to the sidewalk and in accord- 
ance with the general march of improve- 
ment, uo fences will ever mar the ap- 
pearance of the surrroundings. Look- 
ing towards Watertown street from Wal- 
tham one will see numerous pretty hous- 
es, varying somewhat in architectural 
constiuction,witli a broad expanse of av- 
enue and lawn between the dwellings, 
not less than eighty feet in width The 
houses now in process of erection are put 
up on every second lot. thus affording 
the opportunity of securing additional 
land if it is required. A new street to 
be known as Colman street is being laid 
out along the boundary line of tho Wil- 
bur estate and another and a shorter 
street connects with Elliott avenue. On 
the latter street the handsome old Elli- 
ott mansion will be entered from the 
new made highway. The house has been 
put in thorough order with plumbing 
and the best sanitary features and will 
be offered for sale. On the street beyond 
the mansion house, the old barn is to be 
placed on a substantial foundation and 
remodeled into a Oueen Anne apartment 
hotel. It will be a substantial, roomy struc- 
ture aiul will contain four apartments of 
five rooms and bath, two on the first and 
two on the second floor. Modern con- 
veniences will be provided and they will 
be rented for a moderate sum.

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NEW BOOKS. 

.IA.MKK Rt/HSKM. LOW I l.f.’H POLITICAL 


The volume of Polltlnnl E«nnyn hy 
James Russell Lowell, which Houghton, 
Mi til in & Co. have just published, con- 
sists of articles on political questions, 
which lie has written during the past 
80 years for tlie Atlantic Monthly and 
North American Review. Only one of 
them “The Place of tho Independent in 
Politics,” is of recent date, the others 
going hack to questions which the wnr 
emphasized, if it did not create. One 
reads them now as history, but they still 
have the charm that attaches to all of 
Mr. Lowell’s writings, llis profound 
conviction can not fail to influence t ho 
reader, and one feels that ho is listening 
Jo an honest man, who takes a liberal 
view of public questions, and is not 
limited by any narrow party creed, or hy 
any desire to attract attention to him- 
self. 

In the war articles, it is evident that 
Mr. Lowell took a statesman-like view of 
the issue from the first, and while Mr. 
Seward was assuring foreign governments 
that the war would change nothing, Mr. 
Lowell wrote in the Atlantic his opinion 
“that tho war wo are entering on cannot 
end without some radical change in the 
system of African slavery.” His view 
proved to be the correct one. Mo must 
be given great credit for his labors in be- 
half of the Union, and in the Atlantic 
'he did much to hold tho educated minds 
of the North right on the main issues of 
the war. Such ante-bellum compromises 
as those which attended the management 
of the American Tract Society; the criti- 
cal election of November, 1800; the open- 
ing of the Kebelldu; Gen. McClellan’s re- 
port of operations; the causes and con- 
sequences of ..the Rebellion; tho alterna- 
tive offered between McClellan and Lin- 
coln in November, 1804; the reconstruc- 
tion period; and Andrew Johnson’s per- 
formances on tiie stump furnished Mr. 
Lowell with the theuies of these political 
essays. 

In all of them it is the sincere and dis- 
interested writer, acting from no personal 
motive, and all of them are the expres- 
sion of lofty principles and high ideals of 
citizenship. 

On reading over these essays, one can 
not help contrasting them with the 
speeches and addresses of the men now 
prominent in public life, especially in rc- 
'gard to the. sincerity of purpose, tho 
breadth of view, and the devotion to 
principle. Of course they were written 
in another time, but they show the dif- 
ference betweeu a statesman and a poli- 
tician; one whose views take in the whole 
country and one whose views are limited 
by his own party. Mr. Lowell represents 
in politics the days when Webster and 
Everett and Wilson, and a score of other 
groat men were at tho head of affairs in 
Massachusetts, and when tho statu had 
an honorable prominence in national 
affairs that it does not possess to-day. 
Tho youth of to-day, who are atixious to 
become good citizens, can not learn how 
to perform their duty better, than by a 
.study of such essays as these, and it is 
only necessary to look them over to be 
convinced of Mr. Lowell's patriotism and 
political wisdom. 

The closing essav is tho vigorous ad- 
dress lie recently delivered in New York, 
in which lie holds up to tho light some 
of the worst abuses in our modern poli- 
tics, with all tho clearness, force and 
humor that forms tho uufailing charm of 
his writings. In it lie says that we are 
ceasing to produce statesmen and are 
bringing forth politicians. “The tricks 
of management are mure and more su- 
perseding the science of government. 
Our methods force the growth of two 
kiiufs of politicians to the crowding out of 
all other varieties, -him who is called prac- 
tical. and him of the corner grocery. The 
one trades in that counterfeit of public 
opinion which the other manufactures.” 
“1 believe that there is as much of the 
raw material of statesmanship among us 
as ever there was, but the duties levied 
by tho local-rings of majority-manufac- 
turers are so high as to prohibit its en- 
trance into competition with tho pro- 
tooted article.” “We have revived tho 
English system of rotten boroughs, under 
which the electors indeed return the 
candidate, but it is a handful of men, too 
often one man, that selects the person to 
he returned.” “Wlmt to mo is the saddest 
feature of our present methods, is the 
pitfalls which they dig in the paths of 
able and ambitious men, who feel that 
they are fitted for a political career, that 
by character and training they could be 
of service to their country, yet win* find 
every avenue closed to them unless at 
tho sacrifice of tho very independence 
which gives them a claim to what they 
seek.” Wo think no impartial observer 
-of our politics would dissent from these 
views, or from tho fact that there exists 
the greatest necessity of reform, if tho 
purity of our government is to be main- 
tained.

Edward Everett Ilnie writes about Boston 
Common as it was in revolutionary days, 
and the article has Henry Bacon’s famous 
picture of “Tho Boston School Boys and 
Ueneral Gage.” I)r. Garnett of tho Brit- 
ish Museum has a witty Chinese story 
amusingly illustrated. Mrs. James T. 
Fiolds contributes a long suggestive 
story, “A Helping Hand,” written for 
young women just from school. "Dou- 
ble Roses,” the serial by Mrs. Sherwood, 
and tho training-ship serial hy Mrs. 
Crowinshield and continued. Margaret 
Sidney contributes a charming poem, 
“The Little Town-Maid,” which is a most 
pathetic appeal for a universal “Country 
Week.”

THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


The campaign for the governorship is 
progressing with considerable fervor, and 
Gen. Draper’s workers are being heard 
from in all parts of the state. They are 
manufacturing a spontaneous and enthu- 
siastic demand for his nomination, or en- 
deavoring to. The Boston Transcript, in 
commenting on this, says: 

“He has workers everywhere— or rather 
men everywhere are working for him — 
whether, as these workers profess, they 
are laboring disinterestedly and for the 
glory and welfare of the Commonwealth, 
or, as some allege, in payment of sub- 
stantial favors, received or anticipated, 
the fact remains that nearly all the active 
politicians, the men who fix caucuses and 
engineer booms, are either shouting 
Draper at the top of their lungs or are 
gently breathing that spellful name into 
listening ears.” 

It is also reported that Messrs. Draper 
and Ilaile have pooled their issues, and 
have each contributed a handsome lump 
sum towards their mutual expenses. The 
sum must evidently have been a hand- 
some one, but Gen. Draper can afford it, 
as he is a rich man and his business, al- 
though not as remunerative as Mr. Carne- 
gie’s, is still a very profitable one. 

The spectacle is not a particularly 
pleasing one to those who remember the 
way in which former Massashusetts gov- 
ernors have been chosen. In the old 
Bay' State, at least, it has not been usual 
to nominate a man simply because of his 
wealth, ur because he thought that he 
would like the office. The Republican 
party has too much at stake to make 
such a descent at the present time, and 
as far as we can ascertain the sentiment, 
the voters in Newton are in favor of 
ihe usual third term for Governor Ames. 
Even those who opposed his first nomin- 
ation are now advocating his renomina- 
tion, as lie has made an excellent gover- 
nor and there is no good reason why the 
usual practice should be departed from 
at this time. 

Gen. Draper has even less claim to the 
office than Mr. Ames had when first 
chosen, as the latter had served as lieu- 
tenant governor, and therefore hud had 
some experience. Gen. Draper, on the 
contrary, has never even served in the 


od. as he would be again. It is rather 
ancient history to go hack six years in 
i politics for an objection to a candidate 
i and if the Journal can find no other ob- 
NEW- jeetion to Mr. Wade, it should turn 
1 about and support him. ns he is eoneed- 
! ed to he one of tho ablest men in the dis- 
trict. and his bolting of Mr. Candler 
shows that he is both courageous and 
conscientious. If the politicians bad a 
tnoro wholesome dread of bolters, we 
I would have bettor nominations. 

As for the second query, Mr. Burr is 
still a private citizen, he has not even 
consented ro be a candidate, or said that 
he would accept a nomination if it was 
offered him, so that it may ho rather im- 
pertinent to discuss his views upon the 
tariff or upon any other question. Ho 
cannot be consulted, either, ns he is 
absent in the West. Nevertheless the 
Graphic has always felt that a great 
injustice was done him in the contest 
for delegate to Chicago. It was falsely 
whispered about that Mr. 'Burr was a 
free trader, and a mugwump, when 
neither assertion was anything near the 
truth. Mr. Burr has always faithfully 
attended the Republican caucuses, has 
always voted the Republican ticket, and 
has been a Republican from conviction. 
As fpr his tariff views, they aro the same 
as were held by Ilenry Wilson, who was 
considered a strong protectionist, or as 
were advocated in the Republican nat- 
ional platform of 18S4. He is not a “free 
whiskey” protectionist, if that is what 
the Journal means, hut we should say 
that he is just as much a protectionist as 
Senator Allison of Iowa, who is now 
drawing up a tariff reform bill in tho 
National Senate, and as the great major- 
ity of the intelligent men of business in 
the district. He is as far removed from 
being a free trader as he is from being a 
mugwump, but being an intelligent busi- 
ness man. and also a conscientious Repub- 
lican, helloes not change his views at|ev- 
ery election, but when his party has for 
years proclaimed that the tariff should 
be reformed, he believes that the party 
should live up to its professions. 

It might he added that if there had 
been more Republicans like Mr. Burr in 
the House, they would have done some- 
thing more than simply opposo the Dem- 
ocrats, and Senator Allison would not 
have found it necessary to persuade the 
Senate to sit all summer, in order to 
make up a bill that should have been 
made by tho Republican representatives. 

In conclusion, we would respectfully 
ask the Milford Journal, why, if it has 
such a pious horror of bolters, does it 
threaten to bolt Mr. Wade’s nomination. 
We had always judged from its utter- 
ances on the subject, that it believed that 
it was the duty of a Republican to sup- 
port any nomination made by his party, 
.no matter what was the nominee’s char- 
acter, or by what means he obtained the 
nomination. Now if tho Journal is to 
turn round and justify bolting, its read- 
ers will have good reason to 
the end of all things political have conie. 


and amusing well-informed people” by 
spreading the rumor, ami it adds: 

“We do not, however, credit the story 
that either Mr. Wade or Mr. Burr would 
in this year of grace make any such bar 
gain, and we shall ho surprised if they let 
the imputation go without denial. 
Among Ihe good things the Independents 
have done in politics is to make, in Mas- 
sachusetts at least, such trades and dick- 
ers disreputable. But none of our Re- 
publican friends need trouble themselves 
to divide the garments of the present ex- 
cellent member from the ninth district. 
Mr. Burnett is there to stay.” 

In regard to Mr. Burnett’s chances, it 
is only necessary to say that this is pres- 
idential year, and with a strong and ac- 
ceptable Republican candidate, Mr. Bur- 
net will have to stay at home.

Senator Allison of Iowa is receiving 
the credit for forcing the .Senate to take 
up the question of roducing tho surplus, 
and construct a bill that will stand as the 
exponent of the Republican policy. In 
this the Senator will represent the senti- 
ment of the peoplo.

The latter 
wrote to me from a picturesque port in 
Normandy, where she and her compan- 
ion formed part of a colony of English 
and American artists, that th y were hav- 
ing the most, delightful time. She gave 
mo glowing accounts of their sketching 
club and coneours, and the picnics and al- 
fresco theatricals with which they be- 
guiled their leisure moments. lit ono 
letter she said: 

“By tlu* by, vour friend Mr. Trent has 
turned up, ami wo all find him a tremen- 
dous acquisition. Once break his crust 
of shyness, and he is capital fun. Ho 
has a perfect genius for getting up char- 
ades, and plays the banjo like an angol. 

“Mr. Trent turned up!” thought I, in- 
dignantly. “Of course they arranged it 
all before they left Paris.” And I was so 
hurt at what 1 considered their hypocrisy 
(not that I cared, hut considering I had 
introduced him!) that I made uo com- 
ment on this part of her letter. 

Afterward, when the girls came hack 
to Paris and began to talk about Reuben, 

I showed them plainly how distasteful the 
subject was to mo. 

All the people with whom I was inti- 
mato lived on the other side of the Seine, 
to far from my now abode for me to go 
often to seo them, and I was rather shy 
of asking them to come to me, because of 
the “pokiness” of my quarters, so that 
really that winter I was very much alone. 

I have beoti told since that it was my own 
fault, I made mysolf so very objection- 
able and that I was bad-tempered and 
rather morose.

How cold it was up in that little room!

I rang the changes 
on all the melancholy substitutes in- 
vented by French ingenuity for natural 
fuel— charcoal, charbon de Paris, bri- 
quettes a neuf trous, aud horrid little 
shining briquettes suns trous. I tried 
them all anil found them wanting, and 
sighed in vain for a roaring English coal 
fire in an open English grate. 

And yet what a paradise for tho impe- 
cunious tho Quartier Latin is, after all ! 
Had I been in London under the same 
circumstances I could not have managed 
so well. 

There were two rival rotisseurs at op- 
posite corners of my street, and I would 
patronize sometimes one and sometimes 
the other. Monsieur Flahant made tho 
largest and most savory boulets, but the 
Mere Caravan was more liberal in the 
matter of ragout; one certainly hail more 
gravy and an extra potato from her 
neighbor. 

I have often wondered since what 
boulets were made of; they were round, 
brown, delicious, but very mysterious;

I used to watch with honest admira- 
tion as they gossiped cheerfully while we 
all waited our turn to be served, in the 
Mere Caravan’s kitchen; it was warm and 
bright there, with the big fires blazing 
and the chickens smelling powerfully 
good as they spluttered and turned on 
the spit. 

They wore wonderfully clean and tidy, 
those good mothers, in spite of their pov- 
erty, with their hair in neat plaits, or else 
tucked away undor a mannotte— a col- 
ored handkerchief arranged somewhat in 
turban fashion.

manded; the white-capped cooks basting 
the poultry in tho back ground, and the 
great fire casting a lurid giow over ev- 
erything. 

If I were* to tell you how much, or 
rather how little 1 lived on for months 
1 am afraid you would think 1 was un- 
derstating the amount, i knew if I could 
only hold on until the 18th of December. 

I should get my allowance and on the 
21st go to England, where I intended to 
make rather a lengthened stay with my 
relations, to recover my losses anil start 
fair again in the spring. 

So I struggled on very valieutly, do- 
ing what 1 once heard a Saint Louis 
man declare his wife did, “pinch eve- 
ry franc till it squealed.” The death 
squeal of the franc is not pleasant to 
hear, especially when one knows that 
there ate very few loft and that by and 
by one may bo reduced to squealing 
one’s self. 

When I went to my desk one morn- 
ing, aud took out my last “hind wheel,” 
iis Parisians call their clumsy live franc 
pieces, I felt very blue.

I sat down to review matters serious- 
ly; after half an hour’s solemn reflee* 
tion I sprang up.

Why tho very name is allur 
itig; so different to our squalid-souiidi ng 
“pawn brokers.” The mountain of pie- 
ty, that is, the mountain of refuge and 
help; that was the place for n.e to turn 
to. 

1 hiid heard Alan Forbes describe hiK 
adventures at ono stiuli place, and 1 knew 
all about it. and the certain formalities 
that had to he gone through. 

I decided that my watch was tho thing 
1 could most easily spare; it was a hand- 
some one, and I should no doubt gut n 
corresponding sum on it. 1 put it, not 
without a sigh, into a little wooden box, 
took with me my passport, my Elat de 
loger and several envelopes hearing my 
name aud address, all of which 1 had an 
idea I should he called upou to show — 
and 1 started oil. Somewhat vaguely it 
must lie owned, for 1 hud not tlu* least 
idea iu which direction to look for my 
pious mountain. 

After wandering about I found myself 
iu the Rue de T jwiiiou, near the senate- 
house, close by which is, or was, a ki- 
osque kept by an apple-cheeked old lady, 
from whom I sometimes bought a paper. 
1 determined to ask her. She seemed

Still in spite of our present happiness 
wodook hack lovingly to tho Quartier 
Latin, and forward longingly to the time 
when wo shall have made enough money 
to enable us to return to Stammerham.

XIV. 

Like our collection of last week, this 
list offers us no Kenernl subject for dis- 
cussion, and is quite varied in its charac- 
ter. We will therefore again give you a 
special introduction to each of them in 
turn. 

Indian tobacco is a most virulent poi- 
son. Some years ago there was a promi- 
nent school of quack medicine practice 
known as Thompsonian, which made 
great uso of this plant. It is strongly 
emetic, sudorific and expectorant in its 
action, and they were able to produce re- 
sults very speedily. Our well known 
Cardinal Flower forms one of the spe- 
cies of this genus, and these wise men 
gave it the name of High-belia, to dis 
tinguish it from the Low-belia. Our 
specimen lias pale blue flowers growing 
in a leafy raceme; the tube of the corolla 
cleft nearly to the base on one side; the 
calyx of a swelling ovoid shape which 
gives the plant its botanical name. 

The Milkweed probably needs no in- 
troduction, as it is very common, and 
its pods with their contents of long silky 
fibres attached to the seeds, are well 
known. The genus takes its name from 
Esculapias, the fabled god of medicine, 
but it is not kuown to possess any impor- 
tant medicinal character. The flowers 
show a very curious arrangement of sta- 
mens, pistils and petals all united in a 
complex manner by a crown of nectaries 
and by masses of pollen. 

II. sanguineus is an English tramp, like 
the more common Curled Dock, and can 
be distinguished from its equally homely 
and unattractive relative by the fact that 
its lower leaves have distinctly reddish 
veins, while the flower (?) clusters are 
not mingled with leaves, and are farther 
apart. 

E. Canadense, is one of a numerous 
family of which we have already met 
several members. It is very variable in 
size, ranging from five inches to five feet 
in height, according to the richnesss of 
the soil in which it dwells. The flower 
heads are formed on the same plan as 
those of the Daisy, but they are very 
small and exceedingly numerous. It is 
one of the few plants which we have sent 
back to Europe, to make a slight return 
for the great number of troublesome 
weeds which wo have thence received. 
It is a very persistent flowerer, and does 
not cense to open its mean looking little 
blossoms until November frosts have 
thoroughly paralyzed its vital force. 

The pale blue flowers of the Cichory 
are becoming unpleasantly numerous in 
our fields. As it is sometimes used ns a 
substitute for, or an adulteration of cof- 
fee, perhaps the best way to get rid of it 
would be to deliberately cultivate it for 
that purpose. It would not be long be- 
fore some special worm would be found 
to eat it up, blight would affect it, 
drought would kill it off, and we could 
then calmly allow it to meet its fate. 
Its name goes farther back into the 
realms of ancient history than that of 
any other flower wo have. In the very 
earliest times of hoary Egypt we find it 
called “Chikouryeh”; then in old Greek 
it became “Kikoin,"’ and the only real 
change that friction or. two thousand 
years of uso has caused, is the softening 
of the first letter into the form Cichory. 
Such a survival of a common name is ex- 
ceedingly rare, and we can recall no oth- 
er instance of so perfect a retention of 
the same sound during so great a lapso 
of years. 

The Burdock, with its rough, wooly 
and ill-scented leaves, is one of the coars- 
est and homeliest of all our weeds, lint 
as we often find a beautiful little child 
m the hovels of the roughest and most 
ill-favored, so wo find here; the unsight- 
ly heads of the clustered blossoms con- 
tain the most delicate and beautiful little 
pale purple corollas, half hidden by the 
coarse spines of the involucre. We have 
also in this homely plant, one of the 
most successful methods for the dissem- 
ination of seeds. Every boy knows what 
burs are, and so, to their discomfort, 
does almost every one of out domestic 
animals. We can recall the time when 
throwing burs w ,s great fun until they 
got into our ow i hair; then it ceased tit 
be interesting, or rather the interest be- 
came of quite a dilVeront character. 

When special methods for spreading 
the seed are used, it is usually some 
«ul mtation of the seed or seed vessel, but 
in this case the whole head of flowers is 
s i formed that it is carried away in bulk. 
Each of the little leaf-like scales of the 
involucre ends in a tiny but strong hook, 
and under a microscope this hook can be 
seen to bo set with saw-like recurved 
teeth, which givo it still greater clinging 
power than the hook alone would have. 
When the seeds are ripe, the stem of the 
flower cluster becomes very brittle, and 
any animal coming in contact with the 
bur, involuntarily and unwillingly be- 
bcomes an agent for scattering the seed 
of this unsightly plant. 

Ambrosia artemisiiefolia, or “the food 
of the gods with leaves like the Goddess 
Diana!” Surely this should be some 
wonderfully fragrant and graceful blos- 
som; else why should the botanist whose 
nomenclature is usually descriptive have 
selected this name. It is quite a shock 
to our nerves to find that this beautifully 
named plant is known to ordinary people 
as rag-weed, as hog-weed, as bitter- 
weed or oven in its most euphonic shape 
as Homan Wormwood. The flowers are 
greenish and inconspicuous, in little 
shell-shaped involucres, clustered in ter 
miual racemes. The stamens and pistils 
are in separate flowers, but both are on 
the same plant, and the pollen is carried 
from one to the other by the wind. The 
leaves lire almost worthy of their name, 
for they are very beautifully divided, are 
quite smooth on the upper surface and of 
a delicate paler green beneath. In spite 
of the leaves, however, the whole plant 
has a decidedly unpleasant aspect, and it 
is so troublesome ami widespread a weed 
that no Him can have the hardihood to 
say anything in its favor.

We lay before our readers this week a perspective view of the proposed Church of the Messiah of West Newton and 
Auburndale. 

The chapel at the right hand is already completed, and lias heon in use some seven years. 

At tin* last Easter meeting, the Vestry were directed to consider the matter of enlarging the chapel or of commencing a 
church, as the capacity of the chapel is insufficient for the growing congregation, 

A committee was appointed to consider the matter in behalf of the vestry, and reported that “it is inexpedient to alter 
or enlarge the present chapel; hut that it is expedient to build a church connected with t he present chapel, and in conformity 
with plans submitted with the report.” This report was adopted, and a building committee appointed with power to raise and 
disburse moneys, and to proceed with the erection of a church as fast as money can be secured for the purpose. 

It is hoped to lay the foundations and build the cellar and underpinning up to the top of the floor this year, and to com- 
plete the outside of the building the year following. The Parish have on the premises sufficient dressed freestone to complete 
the church: and they have also courage and good hope of seeing the speedy accomplishment of their purposes. 

The syle adopted is “Early English gothic.” modified hv the somewhat more free treatment of the nineteenth century. 

The principal entrancco is through the tower on the south-west angle of the church, and is connected with another en- 
trance in the chapel by a cloister extending the length of the south side. The tower is 1*3 feet square and *>3 feet high. On 
the south-west corner is a staircase turret terminating in a pinnacle surmounted by a cross'.**; feet from the ground. The 
church is 77 feet by 42 feet with a chancel at the east end 21 feet by 14 feet. The seating capacity of the building will he 4">n 
adults. 

Provision is made for an anti phonal choir next the chancel. The exterior will he of Connecticut freestone with string: 
courses of Long Meadow stone, and belts and arches of pressed bricks. 

The interior is intended to he finished in oak and pressed brick of different colors.

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AMONG THE HILLS. 


THE Cn ARMING SCENES ABOUT CENTRE 

IftANDWICH, NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

A hammock under the maples, where 
in the hottest day there is a cool breeze, 
gives me, framed in green, as restful and 
pleasant a picture as tired eyes would 
wish to look upon. For back-ground the 
pine sweep of Sandwich mountains; Is- 
rael. stepping out into the plain, partial* 
ly hides the dome; Whitefaoe fronts the 
valley with its rugged precipices, and over 
its western sholder peep two sharp points 
Tripyramid; the rounded heads of Passa- 
conaway, Wanalnncct and Paugus lead on 
to Chocorna, whose striking outline 
marks him titting leader of these giant 
forces. Nearer are foot lulls patched 
with yellowing pastures, miles of forest, 
a glimpse of village spires, hay makers 
and a loaded wain, rocking dangerously 
up the slope to the barn, and for imme- 
diate foreground, the tennis court. In 
the wood near hermit thrushes are sing- 
ing; a catbird is giving a rehearsal in the 
alders; goldfinches arc swinging on the 
thistle tops; there is a ruby throat in 
the larkspurs: a kingtisher alights upon 
the piazza and springs his rattle excited- 
ly. and white handed butterflies drift by. 
fiut after all it is the stillness, the lulling 
murmur of cool green leaves overhead i 
and the sense of unlimited space that j 
makes the place so charming. 

Sandwich is a quiet countiy town drop- 
ped amomr the hills. From Israel to 
Squam Lake runs the Ilolderncss range; 
opposite stand the Ossipee mountains, 
ou the fourth side stretches Ued Hill. 
There is nothing striking in the outline 
of these threo barriers, but from any of 
these Lights one looks upon a wide coun- 
try, threaded every where towards the 
south by shining water ways, Wiunepi- 
seogee, Squam and endless small lakes— 
and northward the mountains rise grand- 
ly peak against peak. 

Among the lesser attractions of the 
place is the White Ledge, easily accessi- 
ble and giving a wide view for a small 
amount of exertion. This is an outcrop 
of gold-bearing quartz which shows chalk 
white against the sky. 

A day of delights can be spent in a 
drive around Squam Lake, whose irregu- 
lar outline makes possible every charm- 
ing combination of woods and water, 
and affords endless secluded havens suit- 
able for summer camps and out of door 
livi ng. Mr. George L. Chandler lias cho- 
sen hero a beautiful location for his sum- 
mer home. 

The chief attractions are Red Hill, 
south of the town, and Whitefaoe on its 
northern boundary. Every one goes once 
at least to Red Hill. The carriage road 
winds through woods and along the bor- 
der of Squam, and takes you by some 
seven miles of changing views up upon 
the southern side of the hill, from whence 
an hour’s leisurely climb through a clear- 
ing, where the sun is sure to be hot, by a- 
cool wood path where vireo anti pewee 
are singing, and over a long stretch of 
blueberry and braken, brings you upon 
the unpretentious ledges to find the world 
at your feet. Field lilies are dotted every 
where, and crimson vetches; the bear 
berries are begining to redden; and you 
can take your till of lake and mountain 
in all directions. Rut a word in your 
ear. When lunch basket and wraps are 
being gathered preparatory to the de- 
scent, take your hearings from the Sund- 
which spires, and leaving behind the 
beaten track, plunge straightway down 
into the woods ou the northern side, for 
the three-mile walk will pay you better 
than a repetition of the morning’s ride. 
Half a mile of mossy, rocky stairs with 
living trees for balusters, knee-deep 
bracken, and a straggling undergrowth 
of •‘Viburnum mixed,”— overhead a can- 
opy of beech and yellow birch, — will 
bring you to a gullv and a brook. This 
is your path and a bewitc liing one it is! i 
Where yon first make its acquaintance it 
sings softly among stones and fern, mak 
ing tiny falls and eold clear cups which 
are too tempting to pass by. A little fur- 
ther on, you walk in a dry bed to find at 
the next turn, the small current gushing 
from under a bowlder and making quite 
a commotion for a few yards of rapid fall, 
to drop sutidei 1/ out of sight aga’n. 
Here the banks rise fifteen or twenty feet 
— green walls of beech fern, moonwort 
and maidenhair, oxaiis and Canada violet, 
— and across them are flung large tree 
trunks. Pause here a moment. Nature 
lias many grand and inspiring scenes 
close by, but after all, is not the Love— 
the uiaiu spring of creation, — more visi- 
ble presence in such home-nooks of the 
forest as this, where we can see the 
many delicate little lives being cared for, 
and realize that our meeting them here 
today is a special favor vouchsafed to 
few? The brook plays hide and seek with 
us till it leads down to lields and farm- 
lauds — the raspberries have a more ap- 
petizing flavor than usual, and wo find it 
pleasanter to avoid the dusty load as 
long as possible by crossing corn fields 
and coming out where thalictrum is 
shoulder high by the brook. 

An ascent of Whiteface is a fitting 
climax to the many charming trips about 
the town. This includes an eight mile 
ride to the intervale and a climb of about 
four miles to summit. We have a day 
made for us, (at least it is too cool to 
suit those who remain at home,) and 
after a draught of milk by way of stirrup 
cup, go skimming down the bills before 
the world is fairly awake, with lunch and 
basket. Everything is drenched with 
dew, there aio only a few white fluffy 
clouds in the sky aud the wind is brim- 
ful of new life. The village passed, wo 
breakfast royally ‘*ou the wing” with 
perfume of rose, elder and balsam for 
spice; for garnishing flame of red lilies, 
golden glory of hawk weed ami changing 
fights <rei bill aud hollow ; and for or- 
chestra, thrust aiul white throated spar- 
row, and rippling glee of gold finches, 
it is a pleasure to look into the big barn 
at the intervale, where we leave the 
horse— such closely packed mows and 
hosts of chippering swallows!— and the 
genial proprietor kindly pilots us through 
his pasture aud sets us upon our path, 
poiutiug out, where we cross the brook 
which drains the face of the mountain, 
the devastations of former freshets. For 
about a mile the path rises gradually, 
then forks sharply to the right aud grows 
more steep. There are windfalls now 
and again to be climbed over or slipned 
under. The track bears again to the left 
ami the sound of rushing water in the 
ravine dies away, leaving only a murmur 
<»f leaves, the persistent call of a vileo 
aud the shrill thread-like chirp of an un- 
seen songster. Moon these are left be- 
hind, and the forest is given over to 
silence. One bird Hits noiselessly before 
us. so near that we easily discover her 
nest in a niche of the big boulder, but 
there are no voices. Reds of oxaiis, in 
heed at lower level, are here in bloom, 
and the air is sweet with the perfume of 
mitchella. Rut we arc up among the 
boulders, mossed and fomgrown now, 
and gain our lirst glimpse of the outside 
world as through a window,— the huge 
rocky face of the mountain, which shows 
us wo have still a considerable circuit to 
make before we can stand upon the sum- 
mit. A little higher the lirst ledge is 


reached, and freshened and exhibited by 
the grand overlook, we work one way up- 
ward reopening the path as wo go. 
There have been few visitors of late, and 
in some parts the track would suit noth- 
ing larger than a rabbit. At last we 
meet the crowning ledge and a cool wind 
together and find the northern sky dark 
and wild with clouds, the mountains blue 
and cold. Away to eastward a warm 
haze makes all him and indistinguish- 
able. Beyond tb • lakes, some lighter 
color dropped between the ridges, renders 
the outlines easier followed than in a 
clear day. Across tho southern sky 
stretches from east to west a bank of 
white cloud, level and solid at its base, 
its upper edges rolling and changing , 
fantastically. Suddenly a scenery of gray I 
cloud rags, from the north, pours a show- 
er into the ravine on our right, Guinea | 
pond shining like a mirror in tho veil. 
Fnssaconaway gets his bristly hair tan- 
gled in a cloud; Chocorna comes out of 
obscurity into sunlight shining rosier 
from the wetting; then part of the 
southern cloud forces break away, and 
drifting westward, go aground upon the 
Israel ledges, but the sun still shines on 
Whiteface, dropping spangles of gold up- 
on the forests in the ravine and lighting 
up the rock ribs of its eastern plank. It 
is a rare everclinnging picture which we 
are loath to turn our backs upon, as we 
must at last. The forest path seems long 
and monotonous, but as we whirl away 
homeward we have added the glories of 
sunset colors, and as we look backward 
our mountain lias put on a cap of fleecy 
cloud. s. e. c.

THE TAX RATE REDUCED AND THE TOT A I. 
VALUATION INCREASED. 


The Newton assessors have just com- 
pleted their labors, and tho tax into lias 
been fixed at $16.20, ns against $15.80 in 
1887.This rate is hailed with considerable 
satisfaction, and is low considering the 
largo amount of money expended for the 
public schools, highways and general 
improvements. Tho personal estato 
foots up $0,113,802, ns against $0,218,' TIM 
last year — a decrenso of 84021). There is 
a gain of 8024,204 in the valuation of 
real estate, which foots up this year 
824,004,130, as against .123,070,800 last 
year. The greatest gain in the valuation 
of real estate is in Ward 2, where the addi- 
tion in taxable property sums up 8310,260 
with a total valuation, including personal 
property, of 86,046.730. Tho total valua- 
tion of tho city is 8^1,117,002, an increase 
of $810,335 over 1SS7. The number of polls 
this year is 5850, against 5000 last year 
and 5101 in 1880. Nowtonville heads the 
list with 1007, or a gain of 80 over 1887. 
Newton Centre has gained 33 voters, the 
total number reaching IH>4 this year as 
against S71 in 1S87. The following table 
shows how the real estate, personal pro- 
perty and polls are divided among the 
several wards:

In this present discussion over the Bos- 
ton public schools and their surrender to 
the Roman Catholic members of the 
school committee, this extract from Vic- 
tor Hugo, written a generation or more 
ago, may have some interest for your 
readers. X. 

WHAT VICTOR HUGO SAYS. 

“Ah, we know you ! we know tho cleri- 
cal party. It is an old party. This it is 
which has found for the truth those mar- 
velous supporters — ignorance aud error! 
This it is which forbids to science and 
genius the going beyond the missal, and 
which wishes to cloister thought in dog- 
mas. Every step which the intelligence 
of Europe has taken lias been in spite of 
it. Its history is written in the history 
of human progress, but it is written on 
the back of the leaf. It is opposed to it 
all. 

This it is which caused Prunelli to be 
scourged for haviug said that the stars 
would not fall. 

This it is which put Catnpanella seven 
times to the torture for having affirmed 
that the number of worlds was infinite, 
and for having caught a glimpse at the 
secret of creation. 

This it is which persecuted Harvey for 
having proved the circulation of the 
blood. 

In the name of Jesus it shut up Gali- 
leo. 

In the name of St. Paul, it imprisoned 
Christopher Columbus. To discover a 
law of the heavens was a heresy. To 
find a world was an impiety. 

This it is which anathamatized Pascal 
in the name of religiou, Montaigne in 
the name of morality, Moliere in the 
name of both morality and religion. For 
a long time already the human conscience 
has revolted against you, and now de- 
mands of you, “What is it that you wish 
of me?” For a long time already, you 
have tried to put a gag upon the human 
intellect. You wish to be the masters of 
education. 

And there is not an author, not a phi- 
losopher, not a thinker, that you accept. 
All that has been written, found, dreamed, 
deduced, inspired, imagined, invented by 
genius, the treasure of civilization, the 
venerable inheritance of generations, the 
common patrimony of knowledge, you 
reject. 

There is a book— a book which is from 
one end to the other, an emanatiou from 
above, — a book which is for the whole 
world what the Koran is for Islamism — 
what the Vedas are for India— a book 
which contains all human wisdom illum- 
inated by all divine wisdom — a boos 
which the veneration of the people calls 
the book — the Bible. Well, your censure 
lias reached even that! Unheard of 
thing! Popes have proscribed the Bible. 
How astonishing to wise spirits, how 
overpowering to simple hearts, to see 
the linger of Rome placed upon the book 
of God! 

And you claim the liberty of teaching. 
.Stop, be sincere! Let us understand the 
| liberty which you claim. It is the liber- 
j ty of not teaching. You wish us to give 
: you the people to instruct. Very well. 
Let us see your pupils. Let us see those 
you have produced. What have you 
done for Italy? What have you done 
lor Spain? For centuries you have kept 
in your hand, at your discretion, at your 
' school, these two great nations, illustri- 
i ous among the illustrious. What have 
! you done lor them? 1 am go'iig to tell 
, you. 

Thanks to you. Italy, mother of genius 
and nf nations, which has snread over 
the universe all the most brilliant mar- 
vels of poetry and the arts; Italy, which 
has taught mankind to read, now knows 
not how to read! Yes, Italy is of all the 
states of Europe, that where the small- 
est number of natives know how to read. 

Spain, magnificently endowed; Spain, 
which received from the Romans her first 
civilization, from the Arabs her second 
civilization, from Providence, and in 
suite of you, a world — America. Spain, 
thanks to you, to your yoke of stupor, 
which is a yoke of degredation and de- 
cay — Spain lias lost this secret power 
which it had from the Romans; this gen- 
ius of art which it had from the Arabs; 
this world which it had from God, and 
in exchange for all that you have made 
it lose, it has received from you the In- 
quisition. 

The inquisition, which certain men of 
the party try today to re-establish; 
which lias burned on the funeral pile 
millions of men; the Inquisition, which 
: disinterred the dead to burn them as her- 
etics, which declared the children of 
heretics, even to the second generation, 
infamous and incapable of any public | 
honors, excepting only those who shall | 
have denounced their fathers; the Inqui- 
sition, which while I speak, still holds in 
the papal library the manuscripts of Gal- | 
iieo, sealed under tho pupal signet! These j 
are your master-pieces. 

This fite which we call Italy, you have 
extinguished. This Colossus that we , 
call Spain, you have undermined. The | 
one is in ashes and the othei in ruins, 
This is what you have done tor two 4 
great nations. What do you wish to do 
with Fiance? Stop! you have just come 
from Rome. I congratulate you. You 
have haul lino success there. You come 
from gagging the Homan people; now 
you wish to gag tho French people. 1 
understand. This attempt is still more 
fine; but take care! it is dangerous.

MATERIALISM IN AMERICA. 


I do not ask that men of wealth shall 
give more money to the church, which is 
often stronger when it is poor than when 
it is rich; nor to the poor and thriftless, 
whom unearned money only keeps in 
poverty. I urge that the power to make 
money, like any other power, is a trust 
bestowed on the possessor for humanity. 
The preacher who preaches for his sal- 
ary, not for the spiritual well-being of 
his parishouers, is a mercenary: the phy- 
sician who practices for liis fees, not to 
cure the sick, is a mercenary; the lawyer 
who pleads for his honorarium, not for 
justice is a mercenary; the politician who 
enacts laws for what he can make, not 
for the community, is a mercenary; no 
less the manufacturer, the merchant, the 
trader, the man on ’change, who tran- 
sacts his business to make money, not 
to give the community its meat iu due 
season, is a mercenary. In the history 
of the nineteenth century, the doctrine 
that wealth is a trust must stand by the 
side of the doctrine that labor is an hon- 
or and liberty is an obedience. The 
materialism that threatens the Ameri- 
can Church is not the materialism of 
Herbert Spencer. It is the materialism 
of tho railroad, the factory, the sliop;thc 
materialism that puts thinghood above 
manhood; that does not know that 
things were made for man. not man for 
things — that God gives us, not Irishmen 
to build our railroads, hut railroads to 
build Irishmen; not Hungarians to dig 
our mines, hut mines to develop man- 
hood in Hungarians, — Ur. Lyman Abbott, 
in the August Century. 


EXTEND THE MERIT SYSTEM. 


The objections to civil-service reform 
come principally from those who are or 
who aspire to he politicians. To have 
j the offices filled by worthy and compet- 
ent persons, whose term of office is not 
dependent on the success or defeat of 
any party, would rob this numerous 
class of their stock iu trade, and perman- 
ently retire them from politics. 

What difference does it make to me 
whether the postmaster of my villiago is 
a Democrat or a Republican, if ho he com- 
petent and obliging? The same is true of 
the county offices. Politics should have 
nothing to do with them, for they have 
nothing to do with politics. There are 
only a few political offices. Why should 
the non-political officers, when experi- 
ence has made them capable, be turned 
out every time the party sentiment chan- 
ges, and their place tilled by inexperi- 
enced men whose only merit is their par- 
tisanship? There can he no satisfactory 
answer given t<» this question in the af- 
firmative; hut that they should he re- 
tained as loin/ as they are efficient and 
honest is patent from these reasons: lirst, 
it would he a saving of expense; second- 
ly, it would secure a better service; 
thirdly, it would elevate and refine poli- 
tics.—!’. F. Hiillock, in tho August Cen- 
tury. 


A Republican Tariff Bill.

The best news from Washingnon of 
late is the decision of the republican sen- 
ators to present a tariff bill. They have 
decided that k i : is not enough to simply 
pose before the country as opponents of 
the Mills hill, hut must have an open 
positive, aggressive policy of their own* 
This is the correct thing to do. Oppusi- 
rion to the Mills bill is virtually opposi- 
tion to a reduction of tiie surplus. This 
the republican party can not afford, for 
the rank and tile believe that, that sur- 
plus of 81<)O,tHtO,0iK» annually should he 
reduced. The republicans in Congress 
can show that they are in favor of that 
reduction and of maintaining at the same 
time tho protective principle by framing 
and supportinga hill that will accomplish 
it. That will place the party light be- 
fore tho country. It is of quite as much 
importance in the coming campaign, es- 
pecially in the west, that the party he 
right on the question of reducing the 
surplus as that it he right on the protect- 
ive policy. The Rome Market club have 
done the republican party a genuine ser- 
vice in urging senators to frame a hill for 
republican support. It is far better for 
the party to choose and occupy its own 
ground when it can do so, than to stand 
up on disadvantageous ground in front 
of an iutrenclied.enemy. Nothing would 
have suited the democrats better than 
for the republicans to have gone into the 
campaign as opponents of a reduction of 
the surplus.

The strength of the old Whig and the 
present Republican party has always been 
found in a solidity for national suprem- 
acy. Ono might as well look lor a tidal 
wave in Boston harbor as for a change in 
the national political status of the State 
of Massachusetts. But there is some- 
thing beyond this, and something which 
has been creeping over the senses of pol- 
iticans for many years, and that is, the 
power in congress which tho members of 
the lower branch from tho several States 
do, can or will exercise.

The princi- 
ple was enuciated at St. Louis and Chica- 
go. The long session of congress over 
tho tariff bill proves it, So far as the in- 
terests of the country aro concerned, it 
matters but little who holds the nomin- 
al control or direction, as that control 
or direction must bo subjected to the ap- 
proval or disapproval of Congress. 
Therefore, I say it is of more impor- 
tance that in the coining campaign our 
State should elect proper meu for Cong- 
ress than in looking after the national or 
•State ticket.

Few suburban cities can 
show a more steady ami healthy growth 
i than Newton, anti in spite of the many 
new buildings, vacant houses are still ns 
scarce as ever. No suburb offers greater 
advantages, in the way of well-paved 
streets and sidewalks and pure city water, 
white our educational advantages, in the 
way of public schools and libraries, arc 
unsurpassed. 

The increase of the population is also 
shown by the increase of 22 ff in taxed 
polls, over the number for the year pre- 
ceding. Allowing five inhabitants for 
every voter, which is the usual ratio, the 
population of the city would be over 29,- 
000, nnd there is little doubt hut that it 
is at least 215,000. If the expenses of 
the city are increasing, it is evident that 
the valuation and population arc increas- 
ing also, in nearly equal ratio. 

Fifteen dollars a thousand is not an 
immoderate rate, compared with the 
other towns and cities in the Stnte. and 
with the proper care on the part of the 
city government the rate can easily be 
kept at that figure for many years to 
come, unless the management of the 
county and State becomes too extrava- 
gant.

THE CONGRESSIONAL CAMPAIGN. 


The only chauge in the situation In 
the Ninth District this week is the an- 
nouncement that Hon. I. T. Burr is not 
a candidate, and that it will be useless 
to consider his name in connection with 
the nomination. This decision will be 
learned with regret by his friends.as it is 
just such sound and conservative busi- 
ness men that are needed in Congress. 
•Consequently all further discussion of 
Mr. Burr’s tariff views isdistinctly out of 
place, and there will be no further need 
of making the ridiculous charge that he 
is a free trader, a charge that never had 
a particle of truth in it, as those who 
made it knew* very well. 

Mr. Burr’s refusal to be considered a 
candidate will probably add to the num- 
ber of Hon. Levi C. Wade’s supporters, 
as it is well known that Mr. Burr consid- 
ers him admirably suited for the position 
of Congressman from this district. As 
Mr. Wade has joined the Home Market 
■Club, nothing can be said against his or- 
thodoxy on the tariff question, but those 
who realizo the necessity of reducing the 
surplus know Mr. Wade’s reputation for 
intelligence, and will have perfect confi- 
dence in his ability ;o repre&nt the 
views of the intelligent voters of the dis- 
trict. It has been granted on all sides, 
that Mr. Wade is one of the ablest men 
in the district, and is fitted both by 
experience and natural qualities to 
give the district more prominence and in- 
fluence in Washington than it lias had 
for the last dozen years, at least. Ln the 
State Legislature he left such a brilliant 
record that it is still remembered to his 
credit, and his career since has proved 
that it is just such able men that are 
needed in the national legislature. 

The only thing that has been brought 
up against him is the fact that lie bolted 
Mr* Lyman’s second nomination some 
six years ago, but that is a dead issue, 
and it is puerile to bring it up at this 
time. This district wants its best man 
to represout it, aud the best man should 
be nominated and elected even if he has 
bolted every nomination of his party, or 
has just been converted from the democ- 
racy. The strongest Republicans availa- 
ble are needed in the Massachusetts del- 
egation, as has been abundantly proved 
by the records of the present Congress, 
and when so many of the leading Repub- 
licans are to retire, the delegation now- 
in Congress will staud doubly in need of 
bracing up. 

One point in Mr. Wade’s favor, which 
alone ought to secure him au election, is 
his extensive acquaintance with Mexican 
affairs aud the resources of that country. 
We hear a great deal about the need of 
increasing our trade with Mexico, and of 
the need of legislation towards that end, 
and who is better fitted to give sound 
advice as to what should be clone, than 
such a man as Mr. Wade, who has had 
extensive business dealings with that 
country. 


TIIE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 

A prominent physician of the city, 
who has made a rather extended study of 
the question in many places both in this 
country and in Europe, says that there 
is no need of n seweiage system in Now- 
ton, at least for many years to come. The 
dangers from sewers would more than 
counter-balance the advantages. With 
our detached houses, each of which hns 
more or less laud about it. a proper cess- 
pool would answer every purpose, if 
properly built and regularly inspected 
For this purpose he would have all of 
these receptacles placed under the charge 
of the city, and the proper officials ap- 
pointed to care for them, and see that 
they were kept in good condition. They 
should be emptied by the city teams, aud 
the expense of their care be provided for 
in the tax levy, the same as the highway 
repairs and improvements. 

If this plan is a feasible one, it would 
save the city the expense of building 
sewer, and it is certainly a relief to hear 
from the other side of the question. The 
sewer advocates have so far had it all 
their own way, aud their prophecies 
have agitated the public mind with fore- 
bodings, until they were forgotten. Cer 
tainly, so far, the health of the city hns 
not suffered, the reports showing that 
Newton is the healthiest city in the state, 
and we have been remarkably free from 
the contagious diseases, which prevail in 
the well-sewered cities. 


Congressman Coi.lins will leave 
Washington pretty thoroughly disgusted 
with the cumbersome and obstructive 
machinery of the lower House, and the 
same sentiments are probably enter- 
tained by Congressman Long, although 
he is too polite to say so. Mr. Collius 
says that legislation in Washington con- 
sists "in goiug to a man begging him to 
withdraw au objection to a measure you 
know the majority of the House is in fa- 
vor of. There is no chance for a fail- 
tight, as there was iu the Massachusetts 
Legislature. There you were either 
licked or you won. Business was dis- 
posed of in some way, and it is disposed 
of in the courts. It may take time, but 
it is done. But in the House you never 
can get anywhere. One man can block 
legislation.’’ There is more truth than 
poetry in this criticism, aud the rules of 
Congress seem to have been framed solely 
for the purpose of blocking legislation. 
When Mr. Collins says that he feels "as 
though 1 had accomplished only the 
most triffiug things during the six 
years I have been hero,’’ lie expresses, 
probably, the sentiment which all the 
honest Congressmen have of their life 
in Congress, and it is not surprising that 
so many of the most intelligent Con- 
gressmen have refused to accept another 
uomiuatiou. 


Gkn. Diiapkii ought to bo popular 
with the newspapers, for his managers 
are liberal advertisers. The Salem News 
publishes a sketch of Goti. Draper’s mili- 
tary and civil career, such ns has ap- 
peared in numorous other Republican 
pnpeis, aud explains in its editorial 
columns that the article "was necepted 
as legitimate advertising and paid for as 
such, and is in no senso to bo taken ns 
reflecting the editorial views of this 
paper.” This Is honest, certainly, nnd the ; 
News sets an admirable example to many 
other papers in the state.

THE TAX HATE. 


The assessors have completed tbeir 
labors and have fixed the tax rate at 
$15.20, which is 00 cents loss than last 
year, but $1.20 more than in 1880. The 
increase over two years ago is partly due 
to the increase in the State and county 
taxes, aud partly to new school and oth- 
er buildings. The fact that the rate is 
lower than last year is due iu large meas- 
ure to the careful ecouoiuy oi the pres- 
ent city government, which has been 
Cautious about engaging iu new and ex- 
pensive enterprises, aud has looked with 
a considerable degree of care after the 
city expenditures. 

The assessors have been very diligent 
in looking after taxable property, as the 
increased valuation will show. The de- 
crease iu personal property is due main- 
ly to the fact tliat no large estates ha\e 
been divided up the past year, as was tho 
ease tho year previous, and the laet that 
tho personal estate discovered by the as- 
sessors only foots up a little oyer nine 
millions, shows that Newton people are 
not extravagant iu their holding of such 
property. 

The increase of nearly a million 
in tho valuation of real estate 
is a very satisfactory indication of tho 
grow tit of the city, as most of it is rep- 
resented by new houses, to be occupied 


Every Republican Governor of the 
State, except Talbot, has been given a 
third term, since Johu A. Andrews ac- 
cepted the ofliee, anti people are asking 
what Gov. Ames has done that this pre- 
cedent should not be followed in his 
case. His administration is acknow- 
ledged to have been an excellent one, so 
no fault can be found with that. His ap- 
pointments may not have been satisfac- 
tory to the politicians, but it is admit- 
ted tiiat nothing can be said against the 
men he has chosen. They are of the 
same high character as that of Robert It. 
Bishop, of this city, whom Governor 
Ames appointed a judge, and the de- 
served honor to a Newton citizen lias 
made the Governor very popular here. 
One seeks in vain for any reason why 
Governor Ames should not have the sup- 
per of his party for a third term, when 
he lias so fairly earned it. This seems 
to be the sentiment of Newton, and he 
will probably have the united support of 
the Newton delegates.

When the melon was cut it was found to be 
green and tasteless. The next morning 
Mr. French visited tlie store and seized six- 
teen unripe melons and some decayed ban- 
anas. Tlie fruit was subsequently inspect- 
ed by members of tin* board of health and 
condemned, and tlie agent instructed to no- 
tify all the dealers of the requirements of 
tin* law. A visit was made to all the stores 
and the proprietors told that no unripe mel- 
ons must be kept on the counters or in the 
windows exposed for sale, but that such 
fruit might be kept in barrels until ripened. 
The law authorizes the inspector to visit 
places and inspect all meats, fish, vegeta- 
bles, produce, fruit and provisions, and 
when found to be tainted, diseased, cor- 
rupted, decayed or unwholesome from any 
cause, lie shall seize the same and order it 
to be destroyed or disposed of otherwise 
than for food. The duties of the inspector 
are defined clearly, and as a sworn officer 
in* is obliged to see that the law is en- 
forced.

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of plants which differs very greatly from 
that which prevailed before. 

If any readers of our first articles 
should have had the patience to continue 
readers still, they will romember that 
we are confining ourselves to a tract of 
ground of leRsthan two acres, and entire- 
ly uncultivated. Now there aro several 
places in the field where strips of sod 
have been taken away from time to time, 
for use elsewhere. In all such cases, 
whether large or small, but in a more de- 
cided manner the larger tho extent, the 
character of the plants found is entirely 
changed. We have also been interested 
to notice that there was but little 
uniformity in the character of tho 
change. For instance, the first three 
members of our list were each peculiar 
to separate cleared spots, were found but 
rarely in each other’s premises, and no 
where else in the field. The little Rabbit- 
foot Clover was found in each one of the 
cleared spaces, but not in tho rest of tho 
field. 

As Artemus Ward used to say, “Why is 
this thusly?” It is a question that in- 
volves the wider one how long seeds 
can retain tho power of germination. It 
has been asserted that grain has been 
grown from wheat and corn taken from 
tho wrappings of a mummy. Dr. Liml- 
ley mentions seeing raspberry plants that 
had grown from seed taken from a grave 
of the time of Hadrian. A story is told 
of an occurrence in tho State of Maine, 
about equal to the tale of the mummy 
wheat. In a town about forty miles from 
the seashore, a well was being dug; 
when about twenty feet below the sur- 
face, a layer of sand was reached. Where 
this was scattered on tho ground, there 
came up in due course of time a great 
number of small trees which were cared 
for and found to be Beach-Plums, which 
had not before beeu seen nearer than the 
seashore. 

There is no doubt that under certain 
favorable circumstances, seeds can retain 
their life for very long periods of time; 
when protected from air and moisture, 
the seed may lay dormant for years, but 
we cannot count these years by thou- 
sands, and very probably not by hun- 
dreds. 

We are inclined to consider the stories 
of mummy wheat, of the raspberries 
from tho age of Hadrian, and of the 
beach plums in Maine, as being of 
somewhat the same character ns many 
of the tales of spiritual manifestations. 
All are supported by apparently reliable 
testimony and seem to be well buttressed 
with facts. In every case however, a 
careful scientific investigation would 
without doubt have been able to explain 
away the marvel. 

It is often much easier to prove that a 
thing could not take place, than to clear- 
ly point out the errors in tho relation. 

Plants which are already in possession 
of a tract of ground, do not readily give 
way to new comers; seeds carried by the 
winds, by birds or animals, may lie dor- 
mant for some time, till favoring circum- 
stances give them an opportunity of 
growth. Tho ground shadowed by a 
thick growth ot woods, does not tavor 
the growth of seeds; but when these 
woods are cut away, the disintegrating 
effect of rain and air begins, and the seeds 
are given an opportunity of germinating. 
Probably the trees which have been 
growing there, have extracted from the 
soil the principles they most require. and 
thus a new species with different re- 
quirements is able to make a more vigor- 
ous start than the seeds of the former in- 
habitants. Quite probably the plants 
we find in the cleared portions of our 
field, could not find a foothold in tho al- 
ready fully occupied soil of the uncleared 
portion, but here, in a free field and with 
no favor, they were able to establish 
themselves. 

The little Blue Curls is not very com- 
mon; the plant grows quite low. not 
more than four to six inches in height; 
its most interesting feature is the ar- 
rangement of the long curved stamens, 
which look to us like a tiny blue water- 
fall springing in a graceful little arch 
from one sido of tho irregular shaped co- 
rolla to the other. 

The Spotted Spurge and the Three- 
seeded Murcurv have very inconspicu- 
ous flowers. The first takes its name 
from the leaves, which have a brown pur- 
ple spot in tho centre; tho little pros- 
trate stems exude a milky juice when 
broken or crushed. The Three-seeded 
Mercury belongs also to the Spurge fam- 
ily; its most interesting characteristic is 
the folded leaf-like involucre with pret- 
ty cut edges, surrounding the fertile 
Mowers which in ripening become three 
black seeds. 

We have often heard people inquire 
how we can be so confident thatsome now 
plant is in no way poisonous, in a gen- 
eral way we can say that poisonous plants 
are confined to a few distinctive fami- 
lies, and that certain well-defined fami- 
lies contain no plants which have oven a 
suspicious character. The family to 
which the Motherwort and Catnip be- 
long is one of these, and is very easily 
distinguished. If we find a plant with a 
square stem, a four-lobod seed vessel, op- 
posite leaves and irregularly shaped cor- 
ollas, it is certain to bo a member of the 
family of the Labiatae, and its character 
will lie eminently tonic or cordial. It is 
one of the largest of thehotanical families, 
containing more than 2J00 species which 
are chiefly found in tho temperate zone. 

Tho last plant on our list is really a 
garden flower, but it occasionally es- 
capes from cultivated ground, as in the 
present instance. Its common name of 
Ceranium is a mistake, although it be- 
longs to thelsame family as the real <ie- 
ranium. All our species were originally 
natives of tho Capo of Good Hope, 
though the gardeners have created an 
endless variety in the color of the flowers 
and the shape and odor of the leaves. It 
seems to bo peculiarly adapted to tho 
skill of tho florist, as all its parts prove 
to bo very variable in cultivation.

one of the puzzling subjects that tho 
botanist is called upon to consider, 
is that of tho distribution of plants. 
How or why they grow where we find 
them. In its ordinary shape it has little 
difficulty; but occasionally wo have re- 
sults that aro not easy to explain. For 
instance tho well-known fact that when 
a tract of woodland is cut over, the suc- 
ceeding growth is of an entirely differ- 
ent character. If we cut dow n a forest of 
pine trees, and then leave tho soil to tho 
care of nature, there will spring up a 
young woodland of beech or birch or 
poplars but no more pines. Also, whe re- 
aver tho surface soil is removed, the new 
surface becomes covered with a growth

Meeting of the Hoard of Health. 

A,meeting of the hoard of heal tli was 
held Tuesday afternoon, tProsident Otis 
Pettee occupying tiic chair. 

Tho application of James Barrett with 
reference to plumbing and his letter ac- 
companying tho same were read by the 
clerk, action having been deferred from 
tlie last meeting. 

Tho agent of the board at their request, 
gnvo as his recommendation that the soil 
pipe be allowed to remain as at present, 
but that tlie two inch vent pipes through 
the roof lie increased to four inch. 
Alderman Nickerson moved that the rec- 
ommendation of tho agent he adopted, 
but it was not seconded. Mr. Barrett 
being present, was given a hearing and 
explained more fully tho conditions 
which made it very difficult to change 
the vent pipes. ()u motion of Mr. Ful- 
ler it w as voted that tlie plumbing in Mr. 
Janies A. Fiannigan's house be allowed 
to remain as it is, (with the two inch vents 
through the roof,) for one year, tlie agent 
of the hoard in tlie meantime to keep 
watch of it, especially during tho winter 
and see that everything works satisfac- 
torily. if it does, then no further action 
wdl be taken and the plumbing will be 
allowed to remain. If it does not, then 
the plumber will be notified and lie is to 
change tlie same an required by the rules 
of the board. 

To this; the plumber, Mr. Barrett, 
agreed. 

Tlie agent brought to tlie attntion of 
the board tlie character of tlie water in 
the wells on the southerly side of Boyl- 
ston street at Thotnpsoiiville and sug- 
gested tlie advisability of requesting that 
city water be eariied there, a distance of 
some 500 feet.

THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

GENERAL DESCRIPTION AND PICTURE OF 
THE NEW BUILDING. 


In about a month the new First Baptist 
Church at Newton Centre, one of the 
most beautiful ecclesiastical structures 
iu this vicinity, will be formally dedicat- 
ed. The Graphic has already given de- 
scriptions of the interior with glimpses 
of the architectural design and motive of 
decoration, and this week presents to its 
readers the above picture of the new 
building. Little lias been said of the 
conventional features of the new church. 
The building is constructed of Glouces- 
ter granite with Long Meadow brown 
stone trimmings, and is 128 feet long. It 
is built in the form of a cross and the 
nave is 72 feet wide and 2(5 feet deep. 
The tower is 03 feet high and the circular 
chancel has a radius of 2(5 feet. There is 
a loggia at the side between the tower 
and the projection of the transept and 
also a loggia in front, the dimensions of 
the latter being 72x10 inside measure- 
ment. The church is laid out on the mul- 
tiple of 13, in order to secure the best ac- 
coustic effect. The chapel extends from 
the main building and is entered from the 
church through a vestibule 13 feet square. 
The chapel is 77 feet long and .70 feet 
wide, and lias two circular bows, the one 
on the Beacon street side having a projec- 
tion of 1 1 feet and the other at the rear 
of the church having a projection of (5 
feet. There is also an octagon bow with 
a projection of 7 1-2 feet and handsome 
loggia at the front of the building. The 
chapel is subdivided and contains the 
pastor’s study, library and class rooms. 
The chapel proper is 47x34. The church 
is finished in quartered antique oak with 
oaken pews quaintly carved iu accord- 
ance with the general finish of the interi- 
or, and the chapel is finished iu white 
wood. 

There are three memorial windows in 
tiie church, one in front, dedicated to the 
memory of Father Grafton, in the form 
of a half circle and two circular iu form, 
one in each transept. Tiie Colby and 
Butler memorial windows are situated in 
the transepts alluded to and have already 
been described in these columns. The 
designs of tiie three windows are very 
beautiful and in coloring and artistic con- 
ception is perhaps tiie finest piece of 
work to be seen in this city. The gen- 
eral idea of the church which was de- 
signed by Mr. J. Lyman Faxon of Boston, 
is taken from the ecclesiastical temples 
built about the year 1300. A typical fea- 
ture of the churches of tins period was 
the rounded apse or chancel which is 
utilized in the design of the Newton Cen- 
tre church. The idea of the entrance 
was taken from Romanesque architec- 
ture, consisting of the three arched 
doorways opening into loggia. In all of

the Romanesque churches, the apse or 
chancel was rounded. Mr. Faxon’s idea 
seems to have been to produce an ideal 
church, combining tiie features of tiie 
architecture of this early period. 

In tiie interior a large amount of tiie 
wall decoration, coloring and treatment 
of the arches is taken from St. Marks. — 
In St. Mark's cathedral and in all the By- 
zantine churches, the wails and domes 
are decorated with figures, emblems and 
texts, illustrating scenes from the Bible. 
This feature of the churches and cathe- 
drals of those early days has not been | 
carried out iu churches, generally, in this 
country, but lias been adopted in the 
treatment of the decoration in the New- 
ton Centre church. In the general deco- 
ration of the edifice. especially in the leaf 
work and carving, the same antique, By- 
zantine treatment is observed. 


The Baptist Society. 

SKETCH Ojr ITS HISTORY FROM 1740. 


; The history of Newton Centre Baptist 
, Church is one of peculiar interest to all 
members of that religious denomination, 
j Its begi'uning and growth may be traced 
, as far back as 1740, when the well-re- 
membered preacher, Rev. George White- 
field caused a “great awakening,”— as 
the record says— through all New Eng- 
land. At that time there was formed at 







Newton one of the “Separate.” or “New 
Light” churches, so called to distinguish 
them from the churches of the “standing 
order.” The majority of the members, 
a few years subsequently, adopted the 
Baptist laith aud continued tor twenty- 
years to worship, at first in dwelling 
houses and later in a sclioolhouse. In 
1780, under the leadership of Elhanau . 
Winchester alul other ministers, the 
number of converts increased to such a 
degree that they were advised to organ- 
ize themselves into a church. t Pielimi- 1 
nary meetings were held June, V>, 10. 17 , 
aud 22; and on Wednesday, July 7, 1780, ' 
the members met iu tiie housj now oc- 
cupied by Mr. Lutlier Paul, on tiie east 
side of the road, opposite Wiswall’s 
Pond, for the pui pose of being publicly 
recognized as a cuuich of Jesus Christ. ! 
Four ministers were present, aud partic 
ipated in the exercises, — Rev. Noah Al- 
den. of Bellingham; Rev. Thomas Gair. 
of Medtield: Rev. Caleb lVood. 'ht’.i late 
ot Marlow, N. H. ; Rev. Epnraim Bowml 
of Boston. To the Confession of Faith 
which was read oil the occasiou, thirty- 
eight persons “assented in the presence 
of a numerous congregation.” Ten days 
after, Rev. Caleb Blood became the pas- 
tor of this little church. 

Services were first held in Mr. Wis- 
wall’s house or in pleasant weather un- 
der the elm trees in front of the house. 
The first meeting-house was erected in 
1781 on land given by Mr. Wiswell.a part 
of the east margin ot the beautiful sheet 
of water nearly opposite bis dwelling.— 
It was used before the interior was fitted 
up, a temporv pulpit of unplatted boards 
being picp.ued, aud the seats. Leing 
rough boards placed on convenient sup- 
ports. As the society dreaded a burden- 
some debt and proceeded only as the 
means at hand would permit, the build- 
ing was not entirely completed until 


1705 just fourteen years after its com- 
mencement. 

The second place of worship, now As- 
sociates’ Hall, was begun In 1837 and 
dedicated Dec. 22. 1*3*5. Twenty years 
later it was remodelled and in ’i860 a 
chapel w as added at the cost of £2,600. 

The benevolent deeds of the church 
have been remarkable for the member- 
ship. .Since ls*J7 a chapel lias been sus- 
tained at Tliompsonville for mission 
Sunday school work and in 1882 a Sun- 
day school work was opened at Oak Hill. 
The gifts each year to organizations gen- 
erally aided by Baptists, have been large 
and many destitute families and persons 
and churches in need have had the con- 
tinual support of the society. 

The pastors of the church have been 
few. The records show the following to 
have been connected with the society 
since its organization:

The Rev. Lemuel C. Karnes, the pres- 
ent pastor, came to Newton Centre trom 
Pittsburg. He lias the esteem and love 
of all bis congiegation, and since his in- 
stallation the church has been very suc- 
cessful in Christian work and lias in- 
creased in membership to 400 or so. 

The new church building— the subject 
of the illustration and explanation above 
—was begun November 1880. The old 
building had become too small for con- 
venience and comfort and it was deter- 
mined to erect a substantial and hand- 
some church on the same site. The pro- 
gress of the building has been carefully 
followed in the GiiAUHic.aftid to speak of 
it here would be to repeat what is well 
known. The entire building, including 
the furnishing and memorial windows, is 
estimated to cost about S87.UUU. It is to 
be heated by two large boilers, and to 
complete the ventilation an immeuse fan 
is to be kept in motion by an engine. 

The building committee have exercised 
care in their expenditures, but vet have 
never hesitated to introduce the most 
improved and advanced methods of cou- 
structionand furnishing. They have been 
true to the example ot the builders of 
their first meeting-house and have car- 
ried out the principle of having the mon- 
ey in hand before expending it. The 
committee members are Dea.J.8. Newell, 
chairman ; Dwight Chester. Melleu Bray, 
Charles Young, J. ('. Hartshorn. A. C. 
Walworth. A. I.. I.eatherbee and D. B. 
Clafiiu. They hope to be able to be 
able to lie ready for the dedica- 
tion. Wednesday. September 12. When 
finished, the church will be one of the 
most ornamental in the citv. ami the 
Baptist society may be prouu of having 
made a worthy addition t « * Newtou's al- 
ready long list of l eA u tit ul buildings for 
Christian worship.

SPECIAL SESSIONS OF llOTII BRANCHES 
MONDAY EVENING. 


Both branches of the city government 
were in special session at City Hall. Mon- 
day evening. The mayor and tivo alder- 
men and nine councilmen were present. 

In the aldermen the report of the joint 
standing committee on highways was re- 
ceived. The committee reported that a 
contract for a stono bridge over Charles 
River at Bridge street had been awarded, 
and that the town of Wellesley was 
willing to join with Newton in erecting 
an iron bridge at Newton Lower Falls. 

Alderman Nickerson presented an order 
for the appropriation of not exceeding 
sjOooo. for the erection of the latter 
bridge, and Washington street abutt- 
ments, in connection with the town of 
Wellesley, the money to be provided in 
live notes of *1000 each, due in one, two, 
three, four and live years at a rate not ex- 
ceeding four percent. Under a suspen- 
sion of the rules the order was passed, 
all voting in the affirmative. 

An order appropriating to the building 
of the Morse's Field drain, all money re- 
ceived from the town of Watertown, as 
its share of the work, was passed. 

Notifications were received and re- 
ferred to committee on public property, 
from the police, that the city must pro- 
vide a swinging door in the centre of the 
Bigelow school building for protection in 
case of tire, and that the front outside 
door of the Lincoln school must swing 
outward. 

A petition from Bartholomew Wood, 
praying for damages on account of an ac- 
cident to his carriage tin River street, 
West Newton, was referred to the com- 
mittee on elaims. 

Petitions were read and referred as 
follows: E. W. Converse, Jr., for side- 
walks on Fairmont avenue: Ellis W. Red- 
path for sidewalks on Highland avenue; 
Charles Morris for a junk license; Mr. M. 
Banchor for permission to erect a stable 
on the estate of Dr. Talbot, Walnut street; 
E. R. Tarbell and others for the laying 
out and acceptance of Chester street : A. 
R. Ilook and others for the laying out 
and acceptance of Floral avenue; A. R. 
Gardner of Newton Centre, for a sixth 
class liquor license.

mer coats wish to join the company, let 
them bv all means do so, but they must 
attend ‘drill, and go to camp, and, as gen- 
eral thing, thay fail in these respects.” 

If any of the members of the company 
feci that they have a grievance with 
their captain, lot them go to him with 
their complaint. If he fail to right the 
matter, emne to me, but first make your 
appeal through the proper channel. If 
your treasurer is dishonest he can be 
punished in court and of course need 
not be re-elected. I dou’t suppose for an 
instant that you have a dishonest treas- 
urer here, but merely cite these cases, 
so that you may understand wherein 
your redress lies. The captain is re- 
sponsible to me for tlie condition of the 
company; he is not responsible to you. 
His orders were to bring a full company 
to camp and those instructions were 
obeyed. You as members, should al- 
ways propose good men as members, not 
presenting the name of a man whom you 
know to be worthless and disorderly. 

At the conclusion of Col. Bancroft’s 
remarks the command was dismissed.— 
In the officers’ room a few of the mem- 
bers of the company gathered, and Pri- 
vate Daggett informally brought charges 
against C’apt. Kennedy, lie claims that 
what he stated in his original article was 
true, and that his apology was for a 
breach of military etiquette; that it was 
not his intention to retract any state- 
ment made in relation to the disgraceful 
element in the membership of the com- 
pany. Daggett will be tried before a 
court-martial, and if tlie charges cannot 
be sustained, and it does not seem at all 
probable that they will be, lie will be dis- 
honorably discharged from the State mi- 
litia.

Newton’s First Log Cabin. 

[From The Gnzettc.] 

Mr. Henry E. Cobb, of the well-known 
Brewster, Cobh 
A* Estabrook, who has an elegant resi- 
dence on Mount Ida, Newton, having a 
sort of intuition that after Blaine’s posi- 
tive refusal to have nis name used in 
the Chicago convention, the present 
nominee would be selected, built an old- 
fashioned, genuine log cabin on the 
southwesterly slope of Mount Ida. The 
cabin is situated in the midst of a dense 
wood covering eleven acres, lately pur- 
chased by Mr. Cobb. It is not the imita- 
tion log-cabin such as was built on 
Charles street in 1840, but the genuine 
thing, with all the wilderness surround- 
ings, such a one as old Tippecanoe was 
supposed to live in when he commanded 
the western frontier. Mr. Cobb is an 
enthusiastic Harrison and Morton man, 
and judging from his liberal aid to the 
party, ho will make the log cabin on 
Mount Ida a rallying point for the faith- 
ful. 



An insp' ctiou of the Claflin Guard, 
company C, 5th regiment, M. V. M., took 
place at the armory iu Newton Monday 
evening. All the members of the company 
were present, with the exception of six, 
three of whom were away on their va- 
cations, two unable to be present on ac- 
count of sickness, and one necessarily 
absent on account of sickness in his 
family. The company movements were 
fairly executed, and the drill in the man- 
ual of arms was, on the whole, very good. 
After the inspection the members of tlie 
commaud were individually examined 
by Col. Bancroft, who wished to ascer- 
tain tlie personal character of the men, 
on account of locent articles iu the 
newspapers, reflecting upon the com 
mauder, Captain John C. Kennedy, and 
alleging that some oi the members of the 
company belonged to the hoodlum ele- 
ment, and “that their appearance and 
manner would cause a decent, respecta- 
ble citizen of Newton to blush for shame 
were lie to acknowledge them as mem- 
bers of the once respectable Claflin 
Guard.” Tlie article alluded to was writ- 
ten by Private Warren C. Daggett who 
has retracted some of the statements 
made in his original communication. 

Col. Bancrolt having secured the en- 
listment book, ran through the names of 
the members of each and every man in 
regard to the nature of his business, 
capacity for support and military expe- 
rience. Before proceeding with bis ques- 
tions he said that it hau been alleged that 
there were hoodlums in the company, 
aud that he proposed to ascertain if it 
was tiue. lie desired to get at the char- 
acter of the men, to see it they were em- 
ployed, paid their bills, and were worthy 
of membership in the company. He 
wanted to lind out whether they were 
TRAMPS OR RUMMERS; 
iii a word, to satisfy himself whether 
they were respectable, honest men, "It 
is possible,” said Col. Bancroft, “that 
you may all be hoodlum**, aud that we 
shall discover that hoodlums are quite 
respectable people, in my experience in 
the militia, I have found that laboring 
men or mechanics perform their duty as 
members of a military company more 
satisfactorily than any other class of peo- 
ple. They make better soldiers, and 1 
say this without reflection upon any one. 
They learn the manual of arms quickly, 
are not so apt to kick over the traces, and 
as a rule cause less trouble to their supe- 
riors. The clerks and lawyers ‘catch on’ 
after a while, but their advancement in 
the militia is not generally ao rapid a* 
the class of men ot whom 1 have spok- 
en.” 

The questioning process was then 
commroeiiced' and the men were asked 
such questions as “What do you do for a 
living? ’ “How much do you earn?” 
Do you support yourself?” "Do you get 
drunk?” "Are you a respectable citi- 
zen?" etc. As a result of the inquiries, 
it was learned that all the members of 
the company were regularly employed 
but one, and that, so far as could be as- 
certained. they were decent and respecta- 
ble. Some said they drank occasionally, 
but all denied that they were drunkards, 
and some stated that they did not use li- 
quor. Many of the men were mechan- 
ics, some were clerks, and others were 
engaged in various business persuits.— 
Their earnings were sufficient for self- 
support, and quite a number bad others 
dependent upon them. All oi tlie men 
answered the questions put to them by 
Col. Bancroft, except Privates Daggett 
and Lambert, who refused to enter into 
any details of a personal nature. 

After the examination of the men, L'ol. 
Bancroft spoke briefly. He said that 
w hen Company * went to camp this year 
it went with full ranks, only one mem-

liovablo old Mr. Wollor'whon ho pic- 
tured ‘-two hundred and forty passon- 
gers in the worry extremity of danger” 
and “their two hundred and forty 
screams all in vun,” was behind the 
“gnspin/wheezin,’ bustin,’ ” locomotive 
on dry land; hero among those rugged 
bluffs and forest-capped hills, t lie lusty 
voice nf our little steamer would have 
refreshed his soul. 

We left “the beautiful town that is 
seated by tho sea” one morning on the 
“Mericoneag”, prettier little boat we 
cannot fancy, so neatly she rides the 
waves, and her every appointment is for 
comfort and pleasure. As we wont 
aboard we requested our courteous cap- 
tain that tho “Haskell’s Island signal” 
might bo given for us, and disposing our 
luggage, have no more care but to enter- 
tain ourselves with the lovely scenery 
and tho cheering conversation of two or 
three youngsters who are going with 
their mamma for a day’s outing down 
the Bay. About once in every three 
minutes the youngest comes to ask, 
“How soon will it be dinner time?” and 
the next in age inquires, “How soon 
shall wo get where it is tippery?” 
“Where is it most tippery?” and “If we 
went over the other side of tho Islands 
instead of the Channel would it be more 
tippery or not?”. 

Mayhap the world has a lovlier place 
than Casco Bay. with its hundreds of is- 
lands, but I cannot imagine it; ever va- 
rying scenes of crag and slope, vale and 
forest, black reefs and snowy breakers. 
Here and there plump cattle and sheep 
are grazing on velvety turf, and lithe- 
limbed young horses raise their heads to 
look toward us as we glide along. The 
sun lies warmly on sheltered coves, and 
a refreshing breeze lifts the stars and 
stripes of “Old Glory,” as it floats above 
the “Mericoneag House,” at our desti- 
nation. 

The whistle gives four ringing calls 
that roll back in a hundred reverberat- 
ing echoes as we near the landing. The 
polite clerk comes, “This is Harpswell, 
Madam.” “And that call was for us, I 
suppose.” Even so; and at the wharf is 
the dainty little boat already, and our 
kind host and his charming lady are 
waiting to row us over to their own dear 
little island. The gentleman takes the 
oars, the lady the helm. Titania glides 
smoothly over to the stone pier in a 
most inviting cove just opposite Harps- 
well Point. 

My friend, who is the “Martha of this 
home, careful (though I hope not troub- 
led) in the house management, welcomed 
me as I set foot ashore. 

Tho house stands well sheltered from 
the bleaker winds, between protecting 
hills. Its broad verandars surrounding 
three sides, and its neat dormer win- 
dows, all to the admirably selected col- 
ors. give one an impression of that good 
taste which modernizes old country 
houses enough for convenience, without 
dissipating their charm of antiquity. 
The wide, airy old rooms are invitingly 
cool and cheerful, with tasteful furnish- 
ings, pictures and books, deep, time- 
stained fire-places, suggest the thought 
of autumnal evenings by “the driftwood 
lire.” The crane, sinoke-begrimmed and 
worn, was hung many and many a year 
ago— for whom, I wonder? 

One busy day 1 volunteered to go to 
the fisherman’s house to get some lob- 
sters, and waited with his kind wife 
while ho brought them ashore, and had a 
pleasant talk. It seems strange in the 
days when one does not mind a twenty- 
mile ride by rail to do an errand, to 
meet an intelligent woman who never 
rode in the cars and would not like to; 
in winter season she is the only woman 
on this island. In due time the good 
man came with the sprawling green mon- 
sters. He seemed to fear they would bo 
too active for me to manage, but l land- 
ed them safely in the cuisine, where 
they were soon mercilessly popped into 
the boiling pot. 

The great delight of yesterday was a 
sailing excursion with a stalwart 
boatman, who kept one of the light- 
houses for many years. He has many 
interesting facts to tell us as the brave 
boat flies through the foaming waves, 
round jutting promontories and among 
lonely little isles where no man dwells 
as yet. Eagle Island, with its growth of 
spicy fir woods, is to be graced with a 
fine stone villa when its millionaire own- 
er is ready to make it a resting place 
after tho bustle of Now York life. 

Mark Island lias a strange old obelisk, 
useful as a “day mark” and containing 
a great room to shelter shipwrecked anil 
storm-tossed mariners. Its impassive 
lace is yearly treated to a coat of white- 
wash. One neighboring island is im- 
mortalized by Mrs. Stone, and its wild, 
picturesque scenery, fitly described in 
“The Pearl of Orr’s Island.” Bailey’s 
Thumb-cap and many others wo must 
pass by and forget; there are three hun- 
dred and sixty-live counted. Possibly 
one for leap-year, too! 

Two fellows are lishing from a boat as 
wo dash by. “How do they knaw?” says 
our good skipper, and adds suto voce, 
“Those fellows know as much about 

fishing as the d does about writing 

a Bible!” 

There are three great barns, among 
whose dark rafters swarms of darkly- 
tinted swallows circle and lluttei, perch 
and cluster about to chatter at us intrud- 
ers, or wheeliug.^dart forth above our 
heads through t^?iq>eii doorway to the 
sunlit denths ncyoud. Bright-winged 
moths, gold and brown, black and blue, 
rose-red and white, flutter through the 
air. Sailing gulls and graceful wild 
birds glide above the waters and foolish 
little sand-pipers dance along the beach. 
Martha shows me from the west window 
an old house on the marsh, and says. 
•‘In that house there live thirty thieves!” 

“Saints preserve us! Are you not 
afraid?” 

She laughs. “They are cats!” (Pets 
and helpmates of two lonely fisher- 
boys.) Very shy they prove, and will 
not make friends with us, but frisk 
away in tho waning grass when wo ap- 
proach them. 

Where are our days going? They are 
short and dreamy, unti the cool, refresh- 
ing night breezes bring sweet sleep. In 
the eveuiflff) wo , watch the deepening 
Shades in the cove, and on the heights, 

' and* tlio twinkling lights appearing at 
tho “Mericoneag” aud “Lawsons,” and 


one by one. I thin 
, of the time when we shall he 
rowea over on our farewell journey from 
Haskell’s. Sancho Pnnza’s greatest am- 
bition was to ho governor of an island, 
’crimps it is sympathy for him that 
brings a tear to my eye. Bather that all 
old adages must havn fulfilment, and I 
sung before breakfast this morning 
Bourdtllon's 

“The night hath » thousand eyes, 

The day hut one : — 

Yet the light of a whole world dies 
When day is done” ! 

The mind hath a thousand eves. 

The heart lint one : — 

Yet the light of a whole life dies 
When love is douc !

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A NEW DEPARTURE. 


The School Board meets next Wednes- 
day for the first time after the long vaca- 
tion. The last important work done by 
the board before its adjournment was the 
most remarkable, we believe, that it has 
undertaken this year. We refer to the 
reorganization of the French department 
and to the selection of Miss Abbott ns 
its head. It can hardly be said even that 
the French department is to be reor- 
ganized, for by this form of expression it 
is implied that such a department al- 
ready exists. There are French classes 
and teachers, but very little of that or- 
ganized and intelligent system without 
which a department is a mere name. 
Persons interested in the schools are 
probably not aware how little good work 
hus been done in teaching modern lan- 
guages since they first became an impor- 
tant branch of the public school curric- 
culum. It is not too much to say that ex- 
cept for the mind training which is got 
from faithful work at anything, the time 
spent upon modern languages in our 
schools has been thrown away, so far as 
practical results are concerned. It Mis 
once said of a great university that it 
must contain vast stores of accumulated 
learning, for while Freshmen generally 
took a little knowledge in, Seniors never 
took any out. Now it is probable that 
the graduates of our High School take 
away with them a little French and tier- 
man but hardly enough, we fancy, to last 
them more than a year or two at best. It 
is impossible to lix the responsibility for 
this state of thiugs. The system — or 
better, lack of system— like Topsy, was 
not created — it “glowed.” It began 
when the teachers knew very little more 
than their pupils, and has contin- 
ued in its old evil form even though its 
exponents and prophets have made 
great strides in fituess for their work. It 
is sometimes said that Flench must be 
taught in the old way, which is a bad 
way, in order to lit boys fortlarvard and 
the Institute. This is explanatory, per- 
haps, but not not excusatory. The New- 
ton High School is not a fitting school, 
in the first place. Moreover, if the gieat 
universities do not know when appli- 
cants for admission are well fitted, and 
apply tests which are only calculat- 
ed to draw a little French out of an ig- 
noramus, so much the worse for them. 
It is their place to be a stimulus and an 
inspiration to the lower schools, and if 
they fail to fulfill their mission we must 
struggle along in our good work without 
them. It may further he said of this de- 
fense that it is “important if true,” but 
it is not true. The Harvard and Iusti 
tute examiners would not if they could, 
and what is more to the purpose, could 
not if they would, devise a standard 
which should operate against him who 
had knowledge and in favor of him who 
lacked it. 

French will now be taught in the High 
School as English is taught by a mother 
to her child. The new and right system 
once lodged there will never be dis- 
placed. A revolution has been quietly 
effected. 

The work must not, however, end 
where it began. Enough has been done 
for one school year, but more remains be- 
hind. The next inevitable step will be 
the creation of a German department 
under a chief competent to introduce 
and maintain the new and right system 
of instruction. 


merits of their public career*. One of 
them, Gen. Draper of Hopednle. lias un- 
fortunately no public career at all, or at 
most, “only a very little one.” ns was 
said of the baby in tbe novel. We there- 
fore once moio advise his friends to send 
him to the General Court, to the end that 
he may achieve greatness in the beaten 
path of politics for they will have to 
wait long before greatness will be thrust 
upon him. 

Seriously there is no reason why Gov. 
Ames should he pushed aside in favor of 
this new aspirant. Custom lias decided 
that a good governor is entitled to three 
years of office, just as a member of the 
legislature gets two if he deserves them. 
No one pretends that Gov. Ames belongs 
in the list of our great chief magistrates, 
and no one disputes that he has done the 
proper work of his office faithfully and 
well. It is hinted that there axe some 
things that he has not done. There are 
dreadful rumors that the last winter was 
a “hard one for the boys,” and that the 
governor had done very little to tide 
them over it. t?ad as these things are 
the plain people of Massachusetts have 
very little concern with them. They can 
be depended upon therefore to stand by 
the governor until he retires at the end 
of his third year. 

Mr. Candler of Brookline is a very 
estimable gentleman, and we believe a 
good merchant. Unlike Gen. Draper he 
has a public career, and unfortunately 
there is too much of it. In 18^2 he was 
badly beaten in this district by the civil 
service reformers. The cause of civil 
service reform has progressed and grown 
in popular favor in the last six years, and 
nowhere more than in this Congress dis- 
trict. There are probably two of these 
uncomfortable persons— the despair of 
the “boys,”— where there was one six 
years ago, aud every one of them is a 
political foe of Mr. Candler. Mr. Can- 
dler may have seen a new light on this 
question— indeed, we believe he has, — but 
can the voters of the Ninth District lie 
convinced of it? Further. Mr. Candler 
used to be called a free trader in the old 
days when it was safe for a Republican 
to prefer cheap blankets to cheap 
whiskey. It would be interesting to 
know whether lie has so changed liis 
views on this question as to meet the 
views of bis Milford and Ilopedale sup- 
porters. l’ercliance some friend of Mr. 
Candler will enlighten usonthese points, 
and will tell us at the same time how his 
friends expect to carry the Brookline 
caucuses for the Ilopedale statesmen. 
One good turn deserves another. 


HOW TO WIN. 

Since 18S*2the Ninth District has been a 
battle ground, which neither party could 
fairly claim as its own. Though it be- 
longs naturally to the Republicans, they 
have carried it but once in the last three 
contests, and then less because they 
were, united and strong than because 
the opposition was divided and weak. 

The strengch of the two parties, if 
only thick and thin ndhereuts are to be 
reckoned in tbe computation, is about 
equal. Outside, however, of the voters 
considered in such a calculation, are 
men who are not to be won by the ordi- 
nary clap-trap of a political campaign. 
None of them are party slaves and many 
of them are uot even party adherents. 
Party leaders and hack politicians may 
fret and fume as they choose, but they 
must look facts in tbe face. If they 
want votes they must work to get them 
very much as a merchant works to dis- 
pose of his wares; they must offer a 
better article than their competitors. 
Now it is a sad truth that many of these 
unattached voters can never be counted 
on in working out the political puzzle. 
Ishmaelires, their hand is against 
every man’s band aud every man's hand 
is against their hand. They bolt cau- 
cuses if they do not bring in their own 
man, and are as likely to voft for a bad 
candidate as a good one at the polls. 
Let.them go therefore. There are, how- 
ever. so called Independent voters of a 
different stripe. Their attachments 
are to the Republican party, and their 
votes can easily be had. They will look 
critically at our wares, but if we off r 
them the best article attainable in the. 
market they will leave the opposition 
and bring their votes to our door. A triid 
Republican, whose record is not such as 
to put his friends on the defensive, a 
man who is enough of a protectionist to 
know that free trade and measures look- 
ing to free trade are unwise and unpa- 
triotic in the present condition (jl our 
finances and industries, but intelligcut 
enough to understand the difference be- 
tween insane protection and a wise re- 
duction of a system of taxation which 
the nation has outgrown will command 
their support. Such a man will be elect- 
ed and uone other can.

'Phe former did not want it; tho latter 
went to the senate. If tho exigencies of 
the party had seemed to have required a 
change, or the leading men of tho party 
desired it, I should have taken myself 
out of the wav with pleasure. But as no 
one intimated a desire to have me out, 
save men who wanted the place, I do not 
see any reason why I should take myself 
out of tbe way because some one elso 
wants my place. Leading men of tho 
party have said that I am entitled to it, 
it being customary to serve three terms, 
if the party desires to break up the three- 
team custom, let it say so: institute two 
terms in the convention and have it un- 
derstood. * * * * I shall not 

go into the campaign, neither shall I 
worry. That is for my friends to do. and 
if they think well of ine and noniinato 
me, well and good.” 

Contrast these words with the cam- 
paign talk generally heard from candi- 
dates and one cannot help having a re- 
spect for ilie character and a feeling of 
security in the ability of Gov. Ames. 


When the Blaine train was surrounded 
by an enthusiastic crowd at Brunswick, 
Me., Capt. Boutelle said “Turn out as 
strong at the polls as you have turned out 
here to-day and we will have Harrison, 
Morton and Blaine.” It is just such re- 
marks as these as are opening the eyes of 
tbe independent voter and destroying all 
the grounds tbe Republicans ever had to 
stand on against him. It has always 
been a favorite theme of the Republicans 
that as Blaine was not made a candidate 
there could he no mugwumps, tlioir only 
mission being to oppose the man from 
Maine. Lately however, it has become 
apparent that in event of Republican suc- 
cess next fall Blaine is in a fair way to 
be placed near the helm, anrl for this rea- 
son many who thought to return to tho 
party are declaring their intention of 
again supporting Cleveland. It seems a 
pity at least, that those who have been 
sincere in their wishes to reunite the Re- 
publican party and bring the wanderers of 
the last campaign back to the fold, should 
be antagonized by the same worship that 
accomplished their defeat once before.

The latter liad some- 
thing of the kind prepared, but ns he 
had taken hack much that lie said in 
connection with the company and its 
commander, such a step on his part 
would be unwarranted and ridicul ous.

OI K BEAUTIFUL NEIGHBORS.

Our list this week is short, but it 
would be very easy to make a much long- 
er article than wo have space for, with 
only a single flower for a text, if we 
should examine it carefully. 

The various parts of a plant are each 
of them suggestive; for while the general 
plan is quite simple, its evolution is nev- 
er precisely the same in any two instan- 
ces. The most strikiug features of the 
first three specimens are their roots, nnd 
we will take the little word, root, as the 
text for our sermon this week. 

We know that the root of a plant is 
that part of it which is hidden in the 
ground; that the root usually grows 
downwards while the stum grows up- 
yards. Modern science with its investi- 
gating nature seeks for a reason for ev- 
erything and asks “Why?” Attraction 
of gravitation was the answer first given. 
But when a quantity of seeds were 
sown in damp moss, and the moss so ar- 
ranged that all light reached it from be- 
low, it was found that the roots grew di- 
rectly upwards, and the stem down- 
wards. making the little plants stand on 
their heads, as it were. The real reason 
then seems to bo, that the stem grows 
towards, the root away from the light. 
If you again ask “why,” wo shall have 
to answer that in every department of 
knowledge wo finally reach a point 
where this question cannot be answered; 
there are laws which wo can describe, 
analyze and work with, but here our 
knowledge ends. As knowledge extends, 


this point is pushed farther forward, but 
we reach it only a little later. 

The root has two duties to perform; 
first to hold the plant firmly in its 
place, and secondly, to gather nour- 
ishment and send it up to the stem 
above. This last, the most important 
duty, needs description more than the 
first. 

The activo working part of the root is 
only found at its growing extremities. 
The little flue rootlets even in the case of 
a largo tree are the only medium by 
which the gathered moisture, weighted 
with its load of nourishment can be ab- 
sorbed. 

You will ask how does it absorb; what 
makes the sap rise in the stem? Capillary 
attraction was at first supposed to ex- 
plain it, but when wo see under a micro- 
scope that the rootlets have no openings, 
that the tissuo covering them is “tight 
as a drum.” some other solution is nec- 
essary. The true explanation is found 
in the curious fact that when two liquids 
of different densities are separated from 
each other by some porous material, 
there immediately commences to bo a 
transfer from one to the other side of 
the dividing membrane. A little of the 
heavier liquid will soon be found in^lie 
lighter, and a larger quantity of the 
lighter will have passed into the heavier. 
This movement continues until they 
both reach the same density, and the re- 
sult of the movement is that the liquid 
which was originally the heavier becomes 
of a larger volume than the other. In 
the case of plants, the sap or iuices 
within the roots, are heavier, denser 
than the moisture without, and conse- 
quently very much more is absorbed 
than is given out. The result in a live 
plant is that its contents are forced up- 
wards, till a large portion of the liquid 
absorbed reaches the leaves, where it is 
exhaled or evaporated. The force with 
which the sap rises, has been shown by 
fastening a piece of rubber cloth over 
the cut end of a branch; this will be 
gradually distended by the aceuminula- 
tion of sap until finally it bursts. 

Another strange power the root pos- 
sesses is that of selection. Two plants 
growing side by side, will take up from 
the soil very different materials; each re- 
jecting what the other may desire. Thus 
tiio rootlets of the wheat will absorb 
flinty matter and reject calcareous, while 
those of the pea will absorb the latter 
and reject the former. 

Sometimes the root takes upon itself 
other duties than those of fixing the 
plant in the ground, or seeking nourish- 
ment for it. It is often, as in our speci- 
mens. a storehouse of food. The carrot, 
parsnip and onion, with many others, are 
what is known as biennials; that is their 
term of existence is two years. The first 
year thoy gradually store up the matter 
they receive, until at the close of the sea- 
son, wo find the large fleshy root which 
is so well known, but the plant has 
borne no flower. The second year this 
storehouse is drawn on by the rapidlv 
growing flower stem which thus is able 
to develop much faster than it could if 
dependant on the absorption from the 
ground alone. Its clusters of flowers 
soon unfold, the seed is formed and rip- 
ened. then its object in life accomplished, 
the plant dies. 

We can but suggest in this brief way 
the many points of interest in so com- 
mon an object as a root, and shall only 
hope that it may lead some of our load- 
ers to look further into the matter for 
themselves. 

The unsightly Pigweed or Goosefoot, 
is a very abundant neighbor, but not a 
beautiful nor a desirable one. It is a 
plant possessing very little Interest as it 
seems to have nothing but negative qual- 
ities; its flowers are greenish and incon- 
spicuous and the leaves and stem appear 
to be covered with a line coatingof meal. 

Of a very different character is our last 
mentioned neighbor, the Zinnia. Its 
native land is Mexico, but it is so bril- 
liant and varied in its coloring, that it 
soon became a great favorite with the 
gardener, who delighted to try how 
many different colors he could persuade 
the blossoms to assume. It should hat il- 
ly come therefore into our collection, but 
as the one we met had very evidently 
wandered from its honvc, the garden, and 
taken up its abode with its uncultured 
brethren, we would not deny it a place.

T. A. Harrington, special free delivery 
inspector of the post office department, 
was in Newton on Thursday, to see 
about the request for free delivery here, 
Congressman Burnett having prevailed 
upon the department to take some ac- 
tion. He was surprised to find that 
Newton was so large a place, and after 
driving about agreed that it had oVer 
b.ooo population. Tlie sidewalks and 
street signs, and the revenues of the 
office, lie said, were all that were re- 
quired for, free [delivery, and the only ol>- 
jection be saw was that few of the 
houses were numbered. This would 
have to be done before any action was 
taken, and as soon as it was done he 
could see nothing to prevent free delivery 
being granted. Tlie matter now remains 
with the people, if they desire free de- 
livery, they must number their houses, 
and the proper numbers can be obtained 
of the City Surveyor. The Inspector 
and Postmaster Morgan laid out four 
carrier districts and located the street 
boxes, so that the inspector will not have 
to make auotber visit, when the delivery 
is granted.

Ml** V. K. IIAPOOOD’S > OMMU.VIf ATIO.Y 
IN REGARD To HF.lt DISMISSAL. 

The school committee met for the first 
time since the summer vacation at the 
high school building. Newtonville, 
Wednesday evening. In the absence of 
tlie mayor, Mr. C. C. Barton, chairman 
of the board, presided. 

RESIGNATION* AND TRANSFERS. 

The following resignations were re- 
ceived and accepted: Miss Blanche Weth- 
erbee, teacher in Hyde school; Miss Liz- 
zie W. Everett. Prospect school; Miss Lu- 
lu M. Bagiev, Franklin school. Miss Har- 
riet G. Brook ij was transferred from the 
Williams school to the Hyde school, and 
Miss Josie A. Davis was nominated and 
confirmed as teacher in the high school 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Miss Caroline Spear. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

The superirftendent of schools Mr. 
Thomas Emerson, submitted the follow- 
ing report in relation to French stages 
in the high school: i 

In the present curriculum of the High 
school, provision is made for three exer- 
cises a w**ek in French during the entire 
course of four years. Believing that a 
three years’ course in this branch of 
study will meet all the requirements of 
tlie colleges as well as the needs of the 
general student, 1 respectfully recom- 
mend that tlie study of French be limit- 
ed to the first, second and third classes, 
the number of exercises a week to be 
not less than three nor more than four, 
as the circumstances may demand. With 
this limitation, it will be possible for one 
teacher to instruct all the French classes. 

In order to facilitate the instruction in 
French ami to adapt it to tlie more ad- 
vanced methods. I also recommend the 
adoption of the following text books: 

Fables de la Fontaine, edited by Fran- 
cis Tarver: Chassing’s Nonvelle Gram- 
ntaire Fraucaise; Lectures. Faciles et 
Amusantes, et Recitations: Aubert’s Col- 
loquial French Drill: < hardenal’s French 
Exercises for advanced pupils. 

These books are approved by Miss Ab- 
bott, the teacher in charge of the depart- 
ment of French. 

Thomas Emerson, Supt. 

Tlie report was received, and the part 
relating to French studies referred to the 
committee on high school, and the por- 
tion relating to text books to the commit- 
tee on text books. 

M. Barnard for tlie committee on ac- 
counts. submitted the monthly expense 
items for July and August aud the total 
amouut was appropriated. 

THE TOWER. BELL AND STRIKER. 

Mr. Stone for the committee on school 
houses reported inexpedient ou the pur- 
chase of a tower, bell and striker to be 
located at Nouantum for school and fire 
alarm signals. 

Mr. Frost for the committee on rules 
and regulations reported inexpedeut to 
make any change at present in the com- 
mittee on sewing, drawing and music. 
Last spring it was thought that it would 
Lc well to make two committees in- 
stead of one, separating the sewing from 
the music and drawing. Consultation 
with tlie member* of the committee re- 
vealed the fact that they were not called 
upon for a large amount of work and 
were not overcrowded at present. There 
was no necessity, therefore, for another 
committee at present.

The following text books, recom- 
mended by the committee on text 
books, were. adopted for the use of pupils 
in the French course in connection with

been a park, though we would have pre- 
ferred it unimproved. Have we not gath- 
ered here bloodroot aud dogtooth violet 
by the armful? What ranks of anemones 
ami how pink they were under the alders! 
Anti the patch of pale blue violets, with 
leafy steins, tucked into the thicket by 
the bridge. And in October what vivitl 
gold of leaf, and crimped and crowded 
fringes on the Witch Hazel ! Besides, 
there were corydalis and columbine in 
the ledges, and all manner of blossoms 
that make the children's May. Somehow 
to our uncivilized mind, a grassy lawn is 
but a poor substitute for all these mur- 
dered innocents. 

The vine clad gateway of the cemete- 
ry invites our entrance, and we think, as 
we drive slowly up the avenue, Newton 
should indeed be grateful for her beauti- 
ful chapel. That at Mt. Auburn is 
gloomy, and cold as a tomb. It op- 
pressed us. Hope aud love are but shad- 
owy terms heard within its walls. — 
Come out where the air is alive and 
birds are singiug! But here in our sun- 
ny chapel, where Hod’s light comes Iree- 
ly in through a wall of living green, or 
drops in burning colors,— the stones of 
the eternal city.— surely His love is true 
and strong, and we leave our dear ones 
only in His arms. 

At the Highlands we turn into Wood- 
ward street, but here is a road we don’t 
remember. We take it, and Hud ourselves 
in private grounds. We had no idea 
there was anything so pretty just oii( of 
sight of the highway. We paus%hto 
apologize; but like many another course, 
where the entering is simple, the-, com- 
ing out is a different matter. Here is un- 
expected detention. It is a case of love 
at first sight, and appeared to be mutual. 
Old Bernard keeps his dignity and has a 
word of reproof tor the youngsters now 
and then, hut mamma and her half-grown 
pups are susceptible to Battery, and are 
soon swarming up to the carriage and rol- 
licking about in imminent danger of de- 
struction, should the horse get restive.

We never tire of admiring 
the massive masonry, and congratulating 
ourselves that Newton possesses the 
largest stone arch in the country, with 
one exception — that which bridges the 
entrance to the great quarry at Kock- 

S ort. The hi idge has many visitors daily, 
ut how many of them cross the river 
below and take a look into the pictur- 
^sqite little gorge upon the Needham 
side? Jt i R well worth a visit. Through 
it flows a SuefVm, (controlled by a water 
gate), which connects the ponds and the 
river. The ledges rise high oil eithr side, 
and :he trees meet overhead. Across the 
brook a hard, close-grained ledge dips its 
strata downward at a sharp angle, mak- 
ing an ascent rather difficult. On the 
hither side the rocks jut out squarely — 
one noticeably white, unlike the others. 
Here are good specimens of conglomer- 
ate. RoxLury puddingstoue is famed, 
but can it show tugger ptums than these? 
Aud how came the “ovens” in the ledge? 
But twilight is falling; the ponds lie 
glassy still with a faint rose-flush upon 
them; a single swallow dips to his com- 
panion in the mirror; the chirpers in the 
grass have all goue mad together.and the 
tumult of their tiny fiddles is almost 
deafening, It is nearly dark as we come 
under the acqueduct bridge at Lower 
Falls, and the rest of our way lies 
* am >ng shadows aud twinkling liglns.

An Evening in the Tropics.

Alexander Dumas had a castle of Mon- 
te Cristo in his back-yard, and doubtless 
succeeded in conjuring up satisfactory 
illusions. 

A midnight alone at the Coliseum at 
Home, we know to be worth a voyage 
across the Atlantic. The ghostly scen- 
ery of Dante’s Inferno was tried one 
uight on the Arno, and the whole popu- 
lation gathered to witness the spectacle. 
“The light which never shone on sea 
or land ” comes from within. 

We were a small party, more or less 
romantic, met together by appointment 
one evening at the G rand Conservatory 
attached to the Bigelow memorial chap- 
el of the Newton cemetery. Not a 
cheerful spot for a tryst, but w e wanted 
to try the effect of a magnesium moon- 
light in that wilderness of exotics. The 
concealed points overhead were lighted.

if' The Boston Public Library. 

The circulation of the Boston Public 
Library is simply enormous. Very few 
people imagine that so near home is one 
of the largest libraries in the world doing 
an immeuse business all over the city of 
Boston aud attracting people from great 
distances who wish to consult rare and 
valuable books. A writer in the Boston 
Herald gives an idea of the vastness of 
tho work done there: 

“In the Boston Public Library building 
o?i Boylston street there are 303, (KMl vol- 
umes. In the several branches there are 
133, 015 volumes more, making a total of 
.702, 281 volumes in the charge of the Pub- 
lic Library of the city of Boston. 

Twenty thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six people have cards permitting 
them to withdraw books from the cen- 
tral library, and about the same number 
of people have cards registered at the 
branch libraries, so that the total of card 
holders is upward of 43,000. It is prob- 
able that the issues from all the libraries 
for the current year will be nearly a mil- 
lion volumes. Since the opening of these 
various libraries belonging to the eity of 
Boston, or under its charge, there have 
i.em distributed to readers since 1853 to 
the beginning of 1888, 10,371,740 vol- 
umes. of which more than one-third 
were issued from the lower hull library 
in Boylston street. The use of the read- 
ing rooms for periodicals shows a 
marked increase year by year. In these 
reading rooms there are 033 magazines 
and literary weeklies which, dining lss7, 
found 528,820 readers, again of over 22,- 
ooo from the previous year. Of this ag- 
gregate 4 10 numbers were delivered 

from the desk of the hall in the cential 
library devoted to this purpose. 

The wear and tear <>f the library books 
is especially felt in the collections dedi- 
cated to popular use. In the year 1HS7. 
4170 books were condemned, either as 
imperfect or as worn out. The books 
from Bates Hall and the lower ball, and 
from the branches, which from excessive 
circulation, required rebinding, number- 
ed about lo.ooo volumes. The volumes 
unrecovered from borrowers in all the li- 
braries were, during the same period, only 
41». 

The volumes increase at the Public Li- 
brary at a very rapid rate. Last year 
8001 volumes were added to the Bates 
Hull collection, 1543 to the lower hall col- 
lection, aud :*3iH to the collections at the 
branch libraries, making all told an addi- 
tion of 13,535 volumes in the year 1887, 
being 48JI3 volumes less, however, than 
were added in the previous year. There 
were in the year 1887, 1)80 givers (exclud- 
ing anonymous) of books aud pamphlets. 
These persons gave 3385 books and 8473

ROI.AND HEED AT TIIE MUSEUM. 

Mr. Lloyd's play has a good deal of the 
farcical about it, but this is rather in the 
whimsies of the chief actor in it than in 
the plot itself, and it is often nicely 
managed in the scenes and brightly put 
in language. The central notion— that 
f a man desperately desirous of getting 
married and desperately afraid of pro- 
posing matrimony, blundering into three 
oni plicated misunderstandings which 
pass for engagements— is very droll and 
branches out into some secondary con- 
fusions which are reasonably logical. 
Mr. Keed, as has just been said, makes 
his Samuel Bundy a very funny person- 
age, and is often quite legitimate in his 
wav of doing this, as he is at all times 
satisfactory to the mass of his audiences. 
His company is sufficient for his pur- 
poses, and supports him with as much 
success as good will.

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TIIE STRANGE HOY OF NTREJIHEKG. 

11 Y CATHERINE 8. ffOl.MRS. 


When wo learn anything which Inter- 
cut* ns very much wo are almost sure to 
wish to repeat it to others whom wo 
think it will surprise ami please. I be- 
lieve wo nro all alike in this respect. 
Now I have been so interested in what I 
have recently rend and henrd of a 
strange human hoing who puzzled the 
world in the first half of tho present 
century that I should like to toll the 
children about him. 

Of course you know something con- 
cerning tho old German town of Nurem- 
berg, and probably some among you (I 
hope a great many) have read Longfel- 
low's poem about tho place. This poem 
is so sweet and beautiful that I have 
loved tho name of Nuremburg ever since 
tho hour of my childhood when I first 
read it. The town is famous for its man- 
ufacture of toys. It was there that 
w atches were first made, and for a while 
they were called Nuremberg Kggs. 

In one of tho quietest streets in this j 
city, sixty years ago, a boy was found | 
whom no one know, and who could give 
no account of himself. Not a little boy, 
almost a young man. for he looked about 
seventeen years old; but he could walk 
in) better than an infant and could pro- 
nounce distinctly only a few words. He 
held in his hand an anonymous letter, 
which was addressed to a cavalry cap- 
tain of Nuremberg, and which declared 
that he had been left nt tho house of the 
writer when he was a little child. But 
it did not explain how it happoned that 
nt the age of seventeen he was still as 
ignorant and feeble as ho might have 
been fifteen years before. 

The captain to whom the letter was 
directed knew nothing of the boy. who 
cried and said that he wanted to be a 
rider and that he had a horse at home. 
This was about all of his talk that could 
be understood; when pen and paper were 
given to him he wrote the name of Kas- 
par Hauser, but he could write no other 
legible words. 

Everybody was interested in this mys- 
terious stranger. He was taken to the 
jail, where he was well cared for, and 
w here efforts were made to instruct him. 

A great many visitors came, who brought 
him little presents; and he was delighted 
when some one gave him a wooden horse 
on wheels. 

Everything hurt the poor creature. 
Sunlight made his eyes sore, and he could 
not endure a noise, llut he could see in 
the nark as well as other people saw in 
the brightest noon. 

The jailer and his family were very 
kind to him, and Kasper was grateful 1 
and obedient. He tried hard to learn, 
and when he became accustomed to his 
new home, he showed interest and curi- ! 
osity. One day he watched a white- 
washer at work, and when, a short time 
afterward, a snow-storm had fallen, he 
told his friends that the ground and the 
fences had all been whitewashed during 
the night. 

As soon as he learned to talk, the burgo- 
master questioned him about his past 
life. All he knew was that he had al- 
ways lived in what ho called “a cage,” 
which had a log of wood placed against 
its only window, to keep out the light, 
lie had wooden horses to play with, and 
while he was asleep bread and water were 
brought to him. At last a man catue in- I 
to tho cage who taught him to write his , 
name, and also to walk, which up to that J 
time he had never tried to do. Then, one | 
day, the man took him on his back and i 
carried him out into the light. He was ' 
led, lie know not how far, until they | 
came to the street in which ho was 
found; there a letter was put into his 
hand, and he was left alone. 

He had not the smallest idea who he 
really was, nor with whom he had lived. 
It was obvious to every one who saw 
him that he had been cruelly treated, 
lie bore the marks of blows, and was 
timid and easily frightened. It would 
be almost impossible to imagine any one 
.so ignorant as he was, and he felt this 
ignorance deeply. It is a very sad story 
this of the boy who tried so hard to be 
like other people, and who never could, 
be like them. Ho lived for about a year 
with a schoolmaster, and became, before 
long, stronger, both mentally and physi- 
cally. He was taught to read and write, 
but thero was a great many things which 
he never could learn, for his mind, having 
been left so many years without training, 
had lost power, as will anv mind which 
is not exercised properly. 

A great number of people believed that 
Kasper was tho son of noble parents. 
Perhaps he was a prince, who had been 
stolen from his home before he was old 
enough to remember it. When lie was 
taken to visit a castle he thought lie 
recollected tiiat ho had once lived in a 
building of the same kind; and this 
strengthened tho popular belief that he 
was some very important person. But 
no proof ever sustained this opinion. 

About three years after Ins first ap- 
pearance, au Euglish nobleman visited 
Nuremberg, and was so pleased with 
Kaspar that ho decidod to adopt him. 
After that the young man was much pet- 
ted and flattered, and it is no wonder 
that he believed liiniself a very remark- 
able being. The nobleman, who was 
Earl Stanhope, spent a great deal of 
money upon him, and tried in every pos- 
sible way to discover his home and par- 
entage. Kaspar traveled about Germany, 
hoping to recognize the. place from which 
lie had been brought. 

I have a friend, a German lady, whose 
mother believed that she had seen Kas- 
par Hauser. She was living in West- 
phalia, a part of the country which is 
famous for its pumpernickel (a kind of 
rye broad of which Germans are very 
fond) and which is a long distance from 
Nuremberg. One day a young man came 
to her house and asked fora meal. There 
was nothing surprising in this request; 
almost every week travelers stoppul at 
tho door to ask for food or lodging; for 
I lie Germans are very hospitable. But 
this youth attracted her attention because 
of tiie shy, awkward manner and the 
wondering air with which lie looked 
about him. After ho had gone tho re- 
port spread through the town that he 
was no other than Kaspar Hauser, who 
was traveling in search of his homo. 

But in spite of all the efforts which 
wore made, no light was thrown upon 
tiie mvstery of iiis existence. Vet it 
w as evident that some one, who had rea- 
sons for keeping himself unknown to the 
world, was watching the movements of 
Kaspar Hauser. An unsuccessful attempt 
to kill him was secretly made about a 
year after lie came Nuremberg, and four 
years later the murder was occo nplislied. 
lie had been for some time a lusidcnt of 
AU'l a :b, au 1 here, while lie was alone in 
the court gardens, a man suddenly ap- 
proached and stabbed him. Poor Kas- 
par, mortally wounded, rail to tiie friend 
with whom lie made his home, and to’d 
all that 1 e knew about the attempt upon 
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ids life. Every effort was made to bring 
the inurdorer to justice, but he could 
never he found. Kaspar lived two or 
three days and t lion died peacefully, 
seeming perfectly willing to leave a 
world in which there appeared to he for 
him neither rest nor happiness. — [Inde- 
pendent. 


HOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

TIIE FORUM. 

The September Forum (winch begins 
tho sixth volume) will contain a review 
of Jtho Republican National Platform 
from a Democratic point of view by 
Senator Blackburn, of Ky. Plank after 
plank is taken up and discussed by the 
light of tiie Republican party’s record. 
To this number the Marquis of Lome 
will contribute a study of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, tho result of 
his observation while ho was Govoruor-

FOR CONGRESS. 


Tlio indications seem to be very favor- 
able for the nomination of Hon. Levi C. 
Wade. It is almost certain that he will 
have the unanimous support of the New- 
ton delegates, and his nomination would 
be so popular in Newton that he would 
receive a large increase over the usual 
Republican majority. He also enjoys a 
high reputation in the district, as one 
of its ablest men, and the one of all the 
candidates who have been mentioned 
who would represent it most creditably 
in Washington. A man of Mr. Wade’s 
large experience with men and with Na- 
tional enterprises is needed at Washing- 
ton, and his election would make the 
Ninth District the most prominent at 
Washington of any district in the State, 
which has not been the case in many 
years. 

If the Newton delegates are united, it 
will not be difficult to secure his nomina- 
tion, and it will be an honor fairly earned, 
as Mr. Wade has not had any literary 
bureau or organized gang of workers 
making great promises and offering any 
kind of trades to secure bint votes. It 
will be a repetition of the famous case of 
President Seelye of Amherst, whose 
nomination to Congress cost him only a 
postage stamp. 

Mr. Wade’s chief opponent is Hon. 
John W. Candler of Brookline, who has 
once been defeated for the position, and 
it is needless to point out the folly of 
putting up a defeated candidate to meet 
probable defeat a second time. In this 
election, the strongest Republican candi- 
dates for Congress should be put up, in 
order to brace up the Massachusetts del- 
egation, which is to lose so many of its 
promiueut leaders. Those who wish to 
see the district creditably represented 
should not fail to attend tiie ward cau- 
cuses. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


President Eliot of Harvard has been 
askiug the question lately in a paper read 
before an Educational Convention, aud 
the paper now in priut is read with eager 
interest by many teachers. The points 
made by the Harvard president are that 
too much time is taken up in the gram- 
mar schools, that too much is required 
of pupils, and that a better education 
can he had by giving less attention to 
many petty details. Every year the 
average age for admission to college js 
increased, so that when a young man is 
ready to begin a professional life he is 
twenty-live to twenty-eight years old. 

But the defects in the preparatory 
schools influence not only those who 
eiiter professional life, but all classes, 
even those who go into business at the 
end of their grammar school course. 

Take for instance the mode of teaching 
arithmetic. Time is spent upon problems 
which are mere puzzles in logic, aud 
have no value in illustrating the princi- 
ples of number, or the relation of quan- 
tities. They are couuiulrums which cer- 
tain quick brains may solve, but over 
which the average pupil labors painfully 
and forgets with great reudiuess. 

Other studies are more memory cxei- 
cises, utterly failing to awaken interest, 
aud having no practical end. 

No doubt the weariness of school life 
could be greatly relieved by throwing out 
much that occupies so prominent a posi- 
tion in our school courses. 

Here in Newton we ought to be among 
the tlrst to study this question, aiul to 
bring to bear upon it the good sense ami 
intelligence for which the community is 
noted. If better students can be gradu- 
ated by changing our methods let us 
change them speedily. 


VACATIONS AND GOOD MORALS. 

This is very evidently vacation time. 
Everything is in full swing, and for the 
next lew weeks it will continue so, 
About the 1mA week in August the great 
rush from home will stop, and thou the 
tide will speedily turn back. 

It is a fait question to ask, in these va- 
cation days, whether iu some, if not iu 
many instances the cause of good morals 
is not sadly injured by the way iu which 
some spend their vacations. 

For example, the exhibitions on some 
of the bathing beaches are not always 


modest, to say the least of them, and the 
wonder is how people who keep within 
the bounds of propriety under ordinary 
circumstances, can tolerate these shame- 
less violations of decency in dress and 
deportment. 

Then, too. in the matter of eating there 
is often an approach to gluttony which 
is as disgusting as it is prejudicial to 
health. People wnrnt to got the worth of 
the money they spend, and in doing so 
sometimes lay the foundation for ill- 
health during the rest of tho year. 

Complaint may he made also of tho 
questionable methods some adopt for 
killing the time. Free from the restraints 
ot home life, and thrown among stran- 
gers they go so perilously near vico that 
they lose their abhorrence of things 
which in their sober moments they once 
condemned. 

We are not condemning harmless recre- 
ations, but there is certainly a line to be 
drawn somewhere. 

A vacation ought to he so spent that a 
person will come home all the better 
for it. If it lowers the moral tone it is 
a very serious matter. 


FOR COUNC ILLOR. 


A councillor from this district is to be 
elected this fall in place of Mr. McPher- 
son of Hast Boston, and among tho men 
who have been suggested is Hon. Robert 

O. Fuller of Cambridge, who is iu every 
way qualitied for the position, and his 
name has been received with great fa- 
vor in Newton, where he is well known. 
Mr. Fuller is one of the prominent citi- 
zens of Cambridge, and has represented 
that city in tho house and in the Senate, 
displaying marked ability in both posi- 
tions. Some time ago he gave $10,000 to 
the Newton Theological Institution, and 
this is but one instance of his public 
spirit and liberality 

The position of Councillor is such a 
responsible ouo that only tho host men 
should he chosen to till it, and no better 
man could be found in this district than 
Mr. Fuller. He will have the unanimous 
support of his own city, and judging 
from the expressions towards him of 
Newton men, he will have tho majority, 
if not the whole of the Newton delega- 
tion in his favor. It is such men as Mr. 
Fuller who are needed in public life, es- 
pecially in a position where a knowledge 
of men and sound judgment are re- 
quired. 

General Butler is announced to be 
one of the campaign speakers in favor 
a high protective tariff, and it is certain 
that his speeches will be entertaining, 
and full of wit and originality. He has 
never taken pains to bo consistent, but it 
is probable that his tariff views are the 
same as in 1S83, when he gave them to a 
reporter as follows: 

I am one of the largest woolen manu- 
facturers in the United States. I do not 
say this boastingly, but to show that I 
am not seltlsh in the views I bold. The 
cloth 1 wear [placing his hand on his 
coat sleeve] is of ray own manufacture, 
and I notice several gentlemen around 
me who wear the same. On these goods 
there is a tariff of sixty per cent. Re- 
publican orators and newspapers tell you 
this tariff is to protect the mill laborers. 
Twenty per cent, will pay our entire 
labor expenses. What do you suppose 
becomes of tho other forty per cent? 
These same Republican orators and newt- 
papers tell you it goes iuto the United 
States treasury. .Not a dollar reaches 
there. Every cent goes into my pocket. 
[Slapping his hand on his pocket vigor- 
ously to give emphasis to his words.] 
And every one of you is paying this 
bounty to the woollen manufacturers. 


The Milford .Journal indulges in the 
boomerang kind of arguments when it 
asserts that Gov. Ames was only nomi- 
nated iu the tirst place because of his 
money. It surely knows that if General 
Draper was a poor man his name would 
never have been mentioned for the gov- 
ernorship, but being a millionaire he 
hopes to gain the highest office iu the 
Commonwealth at a single bound, and 
the enthusiasm of his supporters is said 
to be due to the belief that he is willing 
to pay liberally for the houor. Govern- 
or Ames served an apprenticeship in a 
lower office, but General Draper has nev- 
er even been a member of the State leg- 
islature. The practice of auctioning off 
honorable offices to the highest bidder is 
one that has never been popular with the 
people of Massachusetts, however it may 
be with the politiciaus who are anxious 
to make something out of the campaign. 


It is a curious fact, but presidential 
year seem have lost its terrors for 
business men. All kinds of industries 
are booming, reports of the building of 
new mills are coming iu from all direc- 
tions, and prices are firmer aud the out- 
look fora good fall trade is butter than 
has been the case for years. In spite of 
the politicians of both sides, who would 
like to make it appear that the country 
will be ruined if their ticket is not elect- 
ed, the business of the country was never 
more prosperous. It will be a fortunate 
thing for the country if present prospects 
are not interfered with, and business 
men are made to believe that the coun- 
try is safe whichever side wins. The 
politicians may utter Cassandra-like 
| prophecies, but when business men sue 
a chance to make money they are going 
to do it, in spite of a presidential elec- 
tion. 


The Republican ward and city com- 
mittee met Wednesday evening and de- 
cided to hold the ward caucuses for the 
election of delegatus to the State, county, 
•Senatorial Councilor aud Congressional 
conventions, on Saturday evening, 
the tirst of September. Thu early 
date is unfortunate, iu one icspect, 
as few of thu absentees will have ar- 
rived home, aud the attendance is likely 
to be reduced on that account. All who 
are interested in good nomination 
should he present at these caucuses, even 
at considerable trouble, iu order that the 
delegates selected may represent the sen- 
timent of Newton. The nominations this 
fall are all of them important, aud every 


voter is directly interested in having the 
host men chosen for tho offices to be 
filled. 


Women who are interested in school 
suffrage will take notice of the follow- 
ing tacts iu regard to the requisites for 
voting this fall. They are quoted from 
the British-American : 

1. Native-born women pay 50 cents poll- 
tax and becomo registered They arc 
then voters. If they pay a property tax 
they need not pay a poll-tax. They have 
school suffrage. 

2. Foreign-horn women are citizens if 
their husbands arc citizens; if not mar- 
ried, or if married and their husbands 
not voters, they becomo naturalized just 
as moil do, and register as above— paying 
50 cents. 

3. If not now assessed, you can he as- 
sessed any time before October 1. 

4. Be sure your name is on the registry. 

■>. See to the poll-tax yourself. 

1 1 any private corporation was buying 
iu its own bonds at as high a premium j 
as our government is paying, the stock- 
holders would be justified in resortingto ! 
extreme measmes to stop such a reckless i 
waste of money. The bonds have been 
steadily advaneingjin price ami the hold ; 
ersaro making a very handsome thing 
out of it, while the people pay the costs. 
This is only one of tho forma of national 
extravagance now so popular with many 
alleged statesmen. Any project of 
spending tho surplus is regarded with 
favor, and nil considerations of economy 
are forgotten. It is fortunate that this 
is a wealthy country or there would be 
danger of national bankruptcy. 

An interesting correspondence be- 
tween one of the members of the school 
board and Miss Ilapgood will ho found 
in another column. It was placed on tile 
without being read at the meeting of the 
school board, possibly because of its 
length, although it is certainly the best 
policy always to read communications 
and then there can be no cause for com- 
plaint of unfair treatment. The facts as 
presented by Miss Ilapgood certainly 
seem to require some explanation. 

The rejection of the iishery treaty was 
not so bad in itself, as was the action of 
the Republican Senators in refusing to 
allow the treaty to be amended, in any of 
its objectionable features. The Canadi 
an papers appear to have a pretty correct 
appreciation of the difficulty, when they 
advise their hearers to wait until after 
the election, when a treaty can proba- 
bly be made without difficulty, as neither 
party will then have to pose for politi- 
cal effect. 

Coal has been anvanced again by the 
great coal combination of Pen nsylvania. 
who look upon the people as a great 
orange to be squeezed for their profit. 
This is one of the trusts which appear to ! 
be a matter of public concern, aud out of j 
which the monopolists make “fortunes j 
every year,” while the consumers pay | 
the bills. If the coal monopoly can not < 
be broken up by tho present laws then \ 
new ones should be passed. 

The Dedham Standard, after looking 
over the field, says that “the conclusion 
is irresistible that either Hon. L. C. 
Wade or Hon. J. W. Candler will be the 
favored choice of tho ffth District Repub- 
licans. As between these two gentleman 
the majority of our readers would proba- 
bly be unable at once to establish a pref- 
erence. They are both tried and able 
Republicans, and either would fitly rep- 
resent tho district.” 


The work of the Immigration, investi- 
gating committee in Boston will be 
watched with great interest, to see if the 
law in regard to contract labor is being 
violated here in as wholesale a manner 
as it has been in New York. As Bostou 
has only 47,000 immigrants yearly, while 
New York has over 400, 000, the commit- 
tee do not expect to find very much work 
to do. 


The Milford admirers of Gen. Draper 
have arranged for a banquet to be given 
him on his return home from Europe, at 
the Milford Town Hall, with tickets at 
$1 a head for men only. It is a high 
price for a Milford supper, but perhaps 
the sight of Gen. Draper will be worth 
the full amount charged, aud then tho 
report states that the band will be in at- 
tendance during the evening. 

The matter of the election of a mem- 
ber of tho Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee from Newton having been re- 
ferred to the Second Middlesex Seuato 
rial Democratic Committee, a meeting of 
the latter committee will be held iu the 
City llall, Thursday, August 30, at 2 p.ni., 
for the purpose of filling the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Rich- 
ard T. Sullivan. 

Editor Cook of the Milford Journal 
has been mentioned for Congress and it 
may have been a coincidence, but his 
paper this week did iiot have a single 
original item about Camlier. If a New- 
ton man can not be chosen, Mr. Cook 
would be our candidate.

Tincl as a candidate for Congress, and 
it is a pretty poor newspaper now that 
does not discover it new candidate every 
week.

The machine iu question is simi- 
lar to a single rear-driving safety of the 
Rover type, but the wheels are placed 
considerably further apart, which etin- 
blos it to carry two riders. The front 
of tho ninchino enn lie used for either 
lady or gentleman, and in shnpe is simi- 
lar to the typo of the Gripper tricycle. 
Tlio rent- part of it is almost exactly like 
tho Veloce safety, and the rear chain ex- 
tends from the hub of the rear wheel to 
the cog wheel attached to tho rear crank 
axle, and the forward chain from tho 
rear crank axle, to the cog wheel attached 
to the forward axle, similar to that used 
on tho front part of a tandem tricycle. A 
connecting rod is attached to both han- 
dle-bars, allowing either or both riders 
to steer. A powerful front brake places 
the machine perfectly under the control 
of the front rider, while both chains are 
protected by mud guards. The actual 
weight of tho machine with saddle and 
pedals is 78 pounds. It is a capital hill- 
climber, and will outcoast almost any 
machine now made. It has not the ad- 
vantages of a tricycle in regard to stop- 
ping on tho road without dismounting, 
and, unlike a tandem tricycle, two per- 
sons must learn to ride it exactly the 
same as a single safety. The mate to 
this machine is at present at use in Wash 
ington, D. C’., but whether the American 
manufacturers will make it is a question 
that must be determined after a careful 
consideration of the requirements of tho 
trade. — [Boston Herald. 


[From the Evening Transcript.] 

Few of the thousands of people who 
visit the Capitol entirely escape the 
guides, and many of the visitors ivould 
see a great deal more of the Capitol, nnd 
seo it more intelligently, if they availed 
themselves of the help of the guides, 
who generally know their business pret- 
ty well. The guides are appointed, usu- 
ally upon the solicitation of the senators 
and representatives, by a board consist- 
ing of the architect of the Capitol and 
the sergeants-at-arms of the two houses. 
They are under tho supervision of the 
police, and are promptly discharged for 
drunkenness or incivility. There used 
to be only six of them, but the pressure 
of congressmen in behalf of followers 
who have come hero for Government 
places and failed, has increased the 
number gradually to twelve or thirteen, 
with tho result of reducing the profits of 
the business. They don’t do badly at it 
though. One young fellow, who never 
made less than 8100 a month and his liv- 
ing expenses while tho number was lim- 
ited to six, lias put away five or six 
thousand dollars. The guides arc not 
allowed to charge more than fifty cents 
an hour, and it makes no difference 
whether they show one person or a par- 
ty of a dozen around. As a matter of 
fact, they never make any charge at all. 
They nevor name a price. Nobody ever 
complains of extortion. When the visi- 
tor who has been shown around asks 
what the fee is, tho guide tells him it is 
anything he sees fit to give. If he offers 
a quarter, it is politely handed back to 
him with the information that the guide 
never accepted anything less than a half 
dollar, and will not begin now; the visi- 
tor is quite welcome to the guide's time 
if he is unable to pay. The visitor, es- 
pecially if a leader of a party, is more 
apt to give one dollar than fifty cents, 
and a five-dollar bill is by no means in- 
frequently folded up and pushed into 
the guide’s hand— without iiiugIi trou- 
ble. In a few cases 810 and even 820 
gold pieces have been paid by a wealthy 
person particularly gratified with the at- 
tention of the guide. Once a California 
nabob gave two 820 gold pieces to a 
guide who showed him over the Capitol 
and through tho departments. A few 
years ago there was a guide who made a 
pretty good tiling by acting as escort in 
the evening for parties of ladies who 
were doing the Capitol without a gentle- 
man. and who wanted to visit the thea- 
tre. Of course the best hunting-ground 
for visitors is the rotunda. Now that 
there are a dozen guides, the police 
board divides them up into squads and 
assigns one to tho rotunda, another to 
the House wing, and a third to the Sen- 
ate \>ing. usually near the basement 
entrances, and moves tho squad around, 
so that all will have about tho same 
chance to lie iu wait in the rotunda for 
customers. The visitor is the lawful 
prey of the lirst guide who discovers 
him, and claims him by saying to the 
other guides, “Party.” If he should be 
rebuffed he would fall to the rear, and 
then all the other guides have the right 
to angle for the fish. Of course there is 
sometimes a controversy between tho 
two guides as to which of them said 
“party,” first, and then tho captain of 
the Capitol police has to decide the con- 
troversy, and from him there is an ap- 
peal to the architect of the Capitol. 
Some guides are much more adroit than 
others iu coaxing liberal fees from visit- 
ors. This gives rise to the buying and 
selling of clients. A guide who is not a 
financial expert discovers some visitor 
entering the rotunda, and he rnises his 
finger and says, “Party!” Another 
guide, who has a genius for extracting 
two and fivo dollar bills, says to the dis- 
coverer, “WhatMl you take for ’em?’ 
The discoverer says fifty cents, or si, oi 
possibly 82; tho offer is accepted, and 
the second guide offers his services to 
the stranger.

During tho past few days cyclists rid- 
ing iu the vicinity of Newton have ob- 
served a very curious looking machine, 
sometimes ridden by a young lady and 
gentleman, and at other times by tw 
gentlemen, which was being propelled at 
a very rapid rate of speed, for tho usual 
efforts to overhaul it were unsuccessful, 
and inquiries as to what it was have been 
made without much sucess. While at tho 
offices of tlio Pope Manufacturing Com 
pany on Franklin street, a represcuta 
tive of tlio Herald observed a very curi- 
rious form] of cycle, which turned out 
to bo a tandem rear-driving safoty bicy- 
cle. Mr. Harry Corey, who was just go- 
ing out for a spin ou it, explained it jn

•Seated under thin patriarchal olni, 
whoso antiquity HtiggestH the thought 
its birth may have antedated oven that 
of the country’s freedom, and mayhap 
havo furnished a modest shelter to its 
champions cm that memorably hot day 
in April, my soul is tilled with peace, 
though the remembrances of war sur- 
round me. Sure it is that not a British 
redcoat accepted its hospitality, for al- 
most under its bending branches is now 
to be seen tho stone cannon which marks 
the spot where “the British Army, under 
Karl Percy, planted a fluid piece to cover 
their retreat over tho main road to Bos- 
ton,” nnd it is more than probable that 
tho emergency of the case forbade them 
even a rest by the roadside in which to 
regret their fallen comrades— and wasted 
powder! 

It is said that only good wine improves 
with age, and acknowledging even in this 
“no license” town some of the truth of 
this statement, which casts its covert re- 
flection upon the marks of time upon tne 
human race. I would add one other im- 
provement given with years, upon 'die 
trees of the land, and more es- 
pecially unon the trees, chiefly the 
elms, that grace the “historic town 
of Lexington.” Being somewhat defi- 
cient in the science of arboriculture, 1 
have found through inquiry from tho old 
town residents the possible ages of some 
of these kingly specimens that are to 
be seen in its avenues, and have been told 
that some renliy must have been witness- 
es of tho bloody fray, although possibly 
in their infancy. 

.Seated here, then, in the quiet of a per- 
fect summer’s day, drinking in healthful 
ozone in the air for which tiiis dear old 
town is noted (for itssanitary and health- 
giving properties are freely acknowl- 
edged by physicians), it is difficult to re- 
alize that these streets, now so silent, 
ever resounded to the tramp of armed 
men; and looking beyond to the beauti- 
ful Common, now green in the sunlight, 
it requires more than my command of 
imagination to picture it the very scene 
of the car mure. Indeed, the whole town 
is so full of historical associations that a 
visit to it, and a drive about its roads, 
would be quite as instructive, and cer- 
tainly more enjoyable, to the ordinary 
schooolboy than a lesson in Higgeuson 
or Quaekenboss. 

Through the commendable enterprise 
of some of the citizens imbued with that 
veneration for antiquity which the anti- 
quarian society encourages, mural tablets 
have been placed on many of the houses 
of special interest, which no one can fail 
to appreciate now, and will be of un- 
doubted service to “generations yet un- 
born.” 

It is said that one of Lexington’s mil- 
lionaires never forgave himself for not 
transferring the old Hancock house, onet 
the crowning ornament of Beacon Hill, 
to this gallery of Nature’s historical al- 
bum, and thus add another link to the 
story unfolded on that day, so immortal- 
ized in American history; and this re- 
gret meets with a sad response from 
many a loyal American’s (Bostonian's) 
heart, whose veneration for the old is not 
superseded by a transient affection for 
the new. The inconsistency is to be de- 
plored that allows oid buil tings with 
such hallowed associations to tie torn 
away and yet encourages the conflicting 
spirit that ransacks old garrets in its am- 
bition to possess “grandfather’s clock" 
or grandmothers’s spinning wheel. The 
latter, with its gay ribbons in my lady’s 
drawing-room— a mockery upon grand- 
mother’s industry— would make her turn 
in her grave. Blessed unconsciousness! 

Why should not the loyal love of patri 
otism and country affiliate with the lovt 
of family? 

The Lexington Common first attracts 
the visitor as he leaves the depot (the 
only building in the town whose antiqui- 
ty must fail to he appreciated), and many 
an hour have I spent for many seasons, 
seated there in silent contemplation of 
that terrible day of carnage. Here if 
seen a huge gianite bolder, with a mus- 
ket and powderhorn carved as well as its 
rough surface will allow, and beneath are 
the words of Captain Parker, that brave 
commander of the minute men — the 
w<nds so characteristic of tho colonial 
spirit of the time, ever desirous of peace 
if possible, hut a firm determination, if 
t provoked to ns-ault, to be ready to hat- 
* tie for freedom at any hazard, “Stand 
your ground ; don’t fire unless tired upon : 
but if they mean t • have a war, let it be- 
gin here;” and although the honor of fir- 
ing the first shot is contested for t «» this 
day between the two sister villages, it 
strikes mo here was fired the one that 
was “heard around the world.” Histori- 
ans differ, and so, surely, may I be privi 
leged to my own opiuiou formed from 
outside influences. 

When I sit and overlook tho Common I 
feel a veneration approaching almost to 
worship for those brave follows who 
dropped their ploughshares, and, at a 
minute's notice, as their company name 
indicates, gathered at the Bookman Tav- 
ern just opposite (built in 109 M which 
was used ns a rendezvous, and formed in 
line where that gieat boulder now is, 
while just beyond, still on the limits of 
the battlefield, is a monument bearing 
tlie martyrs’ names, and many a stranger 
to the town points with pride to the name 
of some ancestor newly discovered, by 
those who made the sacrifice, and thus 
added another honor to the family pedi- 
gree and coat-of-arms. 

AO Just outside the Common stands a pic- 
turesque old house embowered in vines 
and trees, yet bearing upon i's face that 
story that involuntarily makes one shud- 
der, and draw sad comparisons between 
this picture nnd that, and too, hands down 
to posterity, as one »>f that noble band of 
Revolutionary heroines, the wife of one 
Jonathan Harrington, who, as the story 
goes, was wounded on file Common ami 
“dragged himself to the door and died 
at his wife's feet.” 

Was she not a brave woman who could 
make herself a target for British bullets 
in her devotion to husbnnd and county! 
(Ought my loyalty to command mu to 
place the lover second to eouutay?) Ah' 
tin iso few lines tell much of bravery, of 
sacrifice, of devotion and sorrow, and 
add another name to that proud list who 
merited the sobriquet of “Revolutionary 
heroines.” 

But possibly the house ol greatest in- 
terest is that now called the old Clarke 
house, tlie house where slept John Han- 
cock and Samuel Adams w lien aroused 
by Paul Revere on his memorable ride. 
The lady now occupying it is very cour- 
teous to strnngeis, it only they will lie as 
considerate of her feelings and call m 
seasouanlu hours. She is a pattern New 
Kuglaud housekeeper, and, righteously 
enough, looks upon callers in busy 1 o us 
a* an innovation. She cordially took our 
party over the entire h ntse.cven into I' o 
old kitchen, whose floor suggested i o 
only ago. but tlie marks of t me upon its 
undulating surface impressed u* with the 


premonitory symptom* of “mal do mor.” 
Above was the little gable window 
under which, no doubt, tlie brave mes- 
senger gave the alarm: ami the winding 
staircase is still pointed out which once 
creaked under the weight of heroism and 
lovalty. Rumors of its destruction have 
reached me, lmt it is to be hoped that it 
may bo spared to add its slinro to tlie 
story of the day. And just here I 
cannot resist writing one of the Tory 
ballads of the times; for here, too, was 
the home of the Hancocks: 

“An for their king, that John Hancock, 

Anri Attain*, If they he taken, 

Their head* for *lun* shall hang tip high 
Upon the hill called beacon. ’’ 

It may be lacking in poetic rlivtlun.but 
it has its complement of vengeance for 
sentiment. 

Thus, throughout the town arc found 
the chapters of that story which form a 
whole never to be forgotten by loyal 
Americans, whose forefathers scaled the 
book on July 4, 1770. with tho cry of 
“Freedom.” — From Gruco Le Baron in 
tho Evening Trausciipt. 


The New Court House. 

It is now fifty years since tho present 
“mausoleum of justice,” as a wag of the 
day termed it, was opened to judicial 
hearings, writes “Franklin” in the Satur- 
day Gnzotto. The prominent legal talent 
of that day was vested in such men as 
Hoar, Webster, Mason, Peabody and 
Choate. Sidney Bartlett is possibly the 
oldest one living who entered that “tem- 
ple of justice” as a pleader; tlie vener- 
able Judge .John C. Park comes next in 
age ami experience. 

Notone of the Judges of theSupremc 
Court, the Court of Common Pleas, and 
the old Police Courts, who took part in 
the opening ceremonies, is now living. 
Not one of the sheriffs, or deputy sher- 
iffs, is now living, and possibly not a sin- 
gle constable of the courts. 

Tho High Sheriff was Sumner, (father 
of Charles Sumner). He was succeeded 
by Eveleth. The constables were Wliit- 
well, Stratton, Clapp and Shute. The 
first important criminal trial was that of 
Ephraim K. Avery for tlie murder of Miss 
Cornell; then came the famous forgery 
trial of Peter Sanborn, in tlie celebrated 
Tult’swill case, in which Hoar, Peabody 
and Webster figured, and then the Fair- 
child case. The present court house will 
have a historical siguitiance in connection 
with the trials of Albert J. Tirrell and 
Professor Webster. 

The query now arises, how many of the 
present judges of the several courts will 
live to fake part in tlie opening ceremo- 
nies and the dediction of the new “Tem- 
ple of Justice?” Franklin.

They All Average Three Yean# 

[Lowell Critic.) 

There has been 38 different governors 
under tho constitution, since 17*0, a period 
of 108 years, and the average extent of 
service of each executive in 2 10-19 years 
— or nearly the customary term of three 
yeaiH. The list includes three lieutenant 
governors who succeeded to the office hy 
reason of thu death of the governor and 
who were Thomas Cushing in 1788. Moses 
Gill In 1799 and 1800, and Samuel T. 
Armstrong in 1835. Samuel Adams, Lev 
Lincoln, Marcus Morton and Thomas Tai 
hot, who were also acting governors, 
were subsequently elected hy the people. 
John Hancock nnd Caleb Strong, each 
with 11 yen r» of service to his credit nnd 
each requiring two separate terms to 
cover this period, are credited with the 
greatest number of years in the office. 
Tho largest consecutive term of office 
was that of Levi Lincoln of Worcester, 
who ruled over the affaits of the com- 
monwealth from 1825 to 1834, a period of 
nine years, and exceeding hy one year 
the incumbency of the presidential ollice, 
during nearly the same time of Andrew 
Jackson. No governor of the state 
chosen hy the people has served less than 
one yiar. The yearling governors are 
Christopher Gore iu 1810, John H. Clif- 
ford in 1858, Emory Washburn in 1854, 
William Gaston in 1875, and Benjamin F. 
Butler in 1883. Thomas Talbot, who 
served was acting governor in 1874; and 
Marcus Morton had two years of service 
at different periods— 1840 and 1845. 'I he 
only instances of the occupancy of this 
office for the consecutive period of two 
years are James Bowdoin. 1785 to 1787; 
Eldridge Gerry. 1810 to 1812: nnd George 
Si. Boutwell, 1851 to 1853. John Davis, 
governor in 1841 and 1842, had previous- 
ly occupied the office in 1834 and 
1835. So that out of 38 different individ- 
uals who have been chosen governor of 
the state since tlie reign of John Han- 
cock, and who have otherwise been called 
to tlie place, only three have been re- 
stricted to tlie even term of two years; 
and during the nine years of the admin- 
istration of Lewis Lincoln, seven years 
of John Brooks, seven years of George 
N. Briggs and the five years of John A. 
Andrew, tlie affairs of the common- 
wealth wete wisely and safely managed.

Moreover, tlie gentleman whom I am 
told opposed my reappointment as 
strongly as any one aud who has spe- 
cific charges in his possession, declined 
to accord m ,t any answer whatever to a 
telegram asking for an interview, so that

. general accus. * forth. — 

i This gentleman, . permitted to 

1 say, lias never once • icred my school 
room in session hours during my five 
! years’ service in the Adams school and 
can have, therefore. Jno personal acquain- 
tance with my work. When, in my in- 
terview with the member of tlie commit- 
tee to whom I have alluded. I objected 
that a judgment founded entirely upon 
outside iniormation, with no knowledge 
of me personally, was unfair., I was met 
with the reply that the gentleman’s opin- 
ion of a teacher based upon outside infor- 
mation merely was of more value than 
that of many people whose opinion had 
been formed by actual observation of a 
teacher’s methods while at her work 
The third member ot the committee, as 
I have been told, was not present at tlie 
meetings which decided my fate. 

Although I have solicited no opinions, 
a recent visit to Newtonville has con- 
firmed me in the belief that dissatisfac- 
tion, if it exists, is confined to a few 
parents who will he found, if trouble is 
taken to investigate the matter, to have 
assumed a similar attitude towards other 
teachers. Many expressions of opinion 
have come to me unsought from parents 
and children as well as disinterested 
parties, and the feeling is one of surprise 
at my summary dismissal and of imlig 
nation at the charge which throws the 
responsibility of my dismissal upon the 
parents. I am quite willing to submit 
my case to tlie judgment of all the peo- 
ple whose children have been under my 
care during the last two years, the time 
during which 1 am told 1 have not been 
in favor, leaving tlie result in theii 
hands. 

Another charge is lack of harmony 
with Mr. Spinney, the master of the 
Adams school. An interview with him 
lias failed to furnish evidence to support 
this charge. 1 fancy douots on tins point 
exists in the minds of tlie committee, I 
am happy to he able to refer you to Mr. 
Spinney for the confirmation of tin state- 
ment. My dismissal was accomplished 
without consultation with him, who 
must necessarily he better informed con- 
cerning my methods anil imperfections 
than any one else, and his surprise at 
my non-election was as great as my own. 

The points to w hich 1 would lino to 
call your attention are hrit lly these: 
Ought not a teacher, the question ot 
whose sacrifice is under consideration, 
to he allowed tlie courtesy of the real 
reason of her discharge? Has she not a 
right to ask that she lie furnished with 
all .lie reasons which have governed the 
committee in its action? Is it fail* or 
right that she he dismissed without a 
word of warning or an opportunity for a 
single word in her defence, a privilege 
accorded to the veriest criminal? Ought 
she to ho dismissed on the personal 
knowledge of two members of tue local 
committee, only two out of tlie three 
members being present, and of these 
two, only one with the superintendent 
having any means of judging personally 
in the matter? Ougnt not the master 
with whom the teacher lms w orked for a 
number of years to ho allowed to give his 
testimony as to her fitness or unfitness 
for hoi position? Should parents have 
any voice in the matter as to whom they 
shall entrust tlie training of their chil- 
dren, and should the sentiment of a 
small minority he considered above that 
uf the majority! 

1 desire lo acknowledge the considera- 
tion shown me, not always heretofore 
granted to teachers under similar

The Bulletin given 
the accessions to the library for the past 
two years, classified under their appro- 
priate headings, and with an author’s in- 
dex at the end, which will make the book 
of great convenience to those who use 
tlie library. 

A glance over the contents shows a 
list several pages long of new books un- 
der tlie history class, divided up under 
ancient history, North America, United 
States, New England and various foreign 
countries, tlie greater number relating to 
the United Male*, and classified under 
sub-headings, as those relating to tlie 
war of 1812, the rebellion, northern side, 
and southern side, etc. 

Under Biography. Travels and Litera- 
ture there is a very rich collection, in 
each class, and Fiction, Fine Arts, 
Natural Science, Socal Science, Theology, 
etc., each contain the most important of 
the hooks issued during the last two 
years. The classification has been so ad- 
mirably done that those who wish to con- 
sult the library on any special subject 
will have an easy task.

251, and ward seven the 
fewest, 65. Ward rive lias four of the 
six oxen in the city, and ward six the 
other two. Ward five has the largest 
number of acres, 3.322: ward six next 
with 2,050: ward four has 1,682: ward 
three.

and ward one, 345. Ward two has 1.067 
polls, the largest number, and ward 
seven the fewest, 617.

Republican Free Whiskey vs. Prohihi 
tion Free Whiskey. 

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC. 

Is there any difference? If so, what is 
it? I affirm, and I think every reason- 
ing citizen must confirm this statement 
that there is a wide difference between 
the two. 

The Prohibition party proposes tl: 
abolition of the tax on whiskey on pure 
moral grounds alone, while the Republi- 
can does so from economic and political 
motives alone. The Prohibition party 
on principle objects to receiving revenue 
from the sanction or recognition by law 
of crime. It claims that the liquor traf- 
fic is vicious and that it is immoral for 
ourjgovernment to encourage vice by re- 
receiving a revenue therefrom without 
any condemnation of, or effort at its sup- 
pression. The primal doctrine of the 
Prohibition party declares “That the 
manufacture, importation, exportation, 
transportation and sale of alciioholic 
beverages should be made public crimes 
and prohibited as such.” and in conform- 
ity with this foundation principle, on 
moral grounds proposes not only the ab- 
olition of the tax on whiskey but the 
entire extinction of the infamous traffic 
in it. 

Now the Republican party, starting 
from the purely selfish idea that a high 
protective tariff on sugar, wool and oth- 
er necessaries of the people is essential 
to the country’s welfare, proposes the 
abolition of the tax on whiskey rather 
than reduce the protective tariff - on use- 
ful articles to an amount necessary to 
pay the running expenses of the govern- 
ment. Rather than lessen the prices of 
food, and wool, etc., it proposes to 
cheapen whiskey. 

It is a wide difference of motives and 
just as wide ;i difference in results. 

The Prohibitionists would annihilate 
the tax and the traffic at one and the 
same time. The Republicans would 


MRS. LUCY K. LEWIS ENDS HER LIFE BY 
HANGING ItKItSELF. 

Mrs. Lucy E. Lewis, J14 years of age, 
wife of Horace Lewis, a driver in tho 
employ of C. K. Eddy Co., coal deal- 
ers, committed suicide about 7:,*10 o'clock 
Sunday morning, by hanging herself in a 
closet opening from the hull in a tene- 
ment in Robinson’s block, West Newton, 
where she lived with her husband and 
two children. She arose from her bed 
shortly after 7 o'clock and proceeded in J 
a deliberate manner to put an end to her | 
existence. Having secured a piece of 
tarred rope she placed the noose Around 
her neck and attached the end of the rope 
to a staple that was fixed i:i the wall 
just above her head, which she reached 
>y standing on a chair. Alter fastening 
the rope securely, she kicked the chair 
from under her, and died in a few mo- 
ments from strangulation. Her husband 
was not ;it home at the time, having gone j 
out to attend to his .Sunday chores. Up- 
on his return ho went into* the chamber 
occupied by his wife, and found that she 
had left the room. He searched through 
the house to find her, and upon opening 
the closet door saw her hanging from the 
wall, her feet nearly touching tho floor. 
With tho assistansc of a neighbor he cut 
her down, and word was sent to Medical 
Examiner Julian A. Meade of Water- 
town, who viewed the remains. 

The rash act was committed by the un- 
fortunate woman wliilo suffering from 
mental disorder. She has been subject 
to spells when her mind was deranged, 
and was at one time committed to the 
insane asylum at Worcester. For a few 
days previous to her death she had a re- 
turn of one of her insane spells and be- 
came so violent that it was found neces- 
sary to take her two children away, and 
they were sent to Newmarket, N. H,, to 
the home of her parents until such time 
as slm should recover her reason. The 
deceased was a member of the West 
Newton Baptist church and during her 
rational moments was kind to her chil- 
dren and considerate of those home com- 
forts which are so much enjoyed by the 
husband and father. It is a particularly 
sad case, unfortunate indeed in its terri- 
ble termination. A great deal of sympa- 
thy is expressed for her husband who is 
a hard working man of excellent charac 
ter.

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The ClmritiM of Swnn’s Island. 

On Board Yacht Metis, I 

(XT Swim’s Island, Maine. ) 

We’ve made a discovery! A charming 
spot where one may he perfectly un- 
trammelled by fashion's behests, and 
you, dear readers of the Graphic, shall 
share our knowledge. 

Swan’s Island is one of the outer 
islands, and about six miles south-west 
of Mt. Desert Island. Old Harbor as the 
west side is called, is our’s by right of 
discovery, as we are among the very first 
“rusticators” to descend upon this side> 
It is a primitive spot, Acadian in many 
respects, and destined to become a favor- 
ite resort with those who enjoy nature 
more than fashion. There is not an hotel 
on the island, nor are there any poor peo- 
ple. Tho inhabitants aro thrifty, well-to- 
do, intelligent, and most of them aro 
fishermen. The land ascends gently 
from tho shoro.and rises to quite a height 
in the centre 'of the island, descending 
again at the east side, whtfre is a second 
settlement, Atlantic, which is opposite, 
and about six or seven miles distant from 
Bass Harbor. The harbors, on both the 
east and west sides, are safe and beauti- 
ful, but Old Harbor has this decidod ad- 
vantage. that a ten or fifteen minutes’ 
sail cut the eastern way, brings one di- 
rectly to the Atlantic. The sailing is the 
chief charm to us, there is no monotony 
about it, and each day discloses now 
beauties. On arrival, tho good Yacht 
Metis was chartered, which all admit to 
be the staunchest and the fastest in tho 
harbor, and her captain, we wero assured, 
was the safest and most skilful here. 
“Capt. John,” wo heard an old man say, 
“will get more sail out of a boat than any 
man in these parts,” and after several 
weeks’ experience we can fully endorse 
all that has been said of yacht and man. 
It does make one feel rather pleased to 
have other “rusticators” who have fol- 
lowed us to thoso shores, — four from 
Newtonville arrived last week,— congrat- 
ulate us upon having secured the “best 
sailor and the best sailer” here. Every- 
day, when not prevented by rain or fog, 
we sail away in queer array, for our yacht- 
ing costumes are unique and would as- 
tonish Worth, but they are comfortable, 
and we independent, and surely if three 
women ever sacrificed beauty for comfort, 
we are the three, and claim to be entirely 
devoid of vanity. 

Come sail with us to-day, and see if we 
are too enthusiastic in our praise. Tho 
sun shines brightly, lighting up the 
wooded hills on Swan’s Island, as, with a 
smart southwest breeze, the Metis gaily 
bowls out of the harbor by the eastern 
way, soon reaching John’s Island, where 
the captain, vigorously waving his cap, 
starts a colony of gulls from their peace- 
ful roosts on trees and rocks, until tho 
air is filled with them as they take wing 
and fly towards us, uttering their pierc- 
ing cries. Five minutes later we are at 
John's Island ledge, where the surf is 
rolling in magnificently. This ledge, 
which is 4(X) feet long is literally covered 
with seals, who, alarmed by our presence, 
soon “flop” into the water, and much to 
our amusement are seen disporting them- 
selves in tho waves. The effect of yes- 
terday's gale is seen in the long roll, and 
breakers which are dashing in so madly, 
many of them twenty feet high. The 
coloring is exquisite, tho water “deeply, 
darkly, beautifully blue,” save where tho 
waves comb over before breaking, when 
it is a charming, translucent green, 
fringed by feathery foam. After leaving 
the ledge the Mt. Desert hills come more 
and more plainly into view, until the 
whole range is visible, the house on 
Green Mt. being very distinctly outlined 
against tho clear blue skv. On the north, 
between us and Mt. Desert Island, from 
•which we are now only a few miles dis- 
tant, are Placentia, Black. Gott’s and 
Cranberry Islands. To the northeast are 
Duck and Little Duck, and beyond them, 
lifting its head against the horizon, 
•Schoodic Mountain purples in the dis- 
tance. On our Homeward way we pass a 
lone fisherman in Placentia Bay, who 
hauls in a good sized halibut as we sail 
by. Skirting Long Island and passing 
through its harbor, we soon enter Burn- 
coat Harbor, reaching home with appe- 
tites whetted by our morning’s run of 
twenty miles. At three o’clock, com- 
forted by a substantial dinner, wo again 
welcome you on board the Metis, and 
this time leave the harbor by tho western 
way.passing Hockomock Head surmount- 
•ed by the range lights, which so loudly 
proclaim “Someone has blundered.” 
Since luring a vessel onto Black Ledge 
the lower light has been discontinued, 
and now serves only to make the approach 
to the harbor a little more picturesque, 
Heading S. S. W. we run for Han Island, 
where we startle another and smaller 
colony of gulls, and watch with fascinat- 
ed eyes the surf roll in on the reof at the 
southern side. Our course takes us past 
Black Ledge, where again we see fine 
surf, and on until abreast, and within five 
or six miles of Isle Au Hunt. Now if 
you are not delighted with the scenery 
about you, it can only be because you 
have no appreciation of the beautiful. 
The hills on Isle An Hunt, being densely 
wooded, rise darkly before us. To the 
north, Blue Ilill is clearly seen; to the 
northwest, the Camden hills are hazily 
outlined, while off to tho northeast tho 
Mt. Desert hills tower grandly; turning 
our eyes in a southerly direction, wo see 
naught but a broad expanse of oceau,tho 
waves dancing nnd sparkling in the sun- 
shine, and just whore tho blue of water 
and sky merge into the horizon, a dozen 
or more snowy sails are discerned. 

But the captain’s eagle eye has read 
some sign to us unseen, and the fiat goes 
forth that we must change our course. 
Wo return by Marshall Island, which has 
beautiful sand beach near its southern 
end, while there is a productive farm, at 
the northern, which, with the outbuild- 
ings, old-fashioned well sweeps, etc., 
makes a pleasing feature in the landscape. 
One of the most interesting things here 
is the Old Sheriff, a rock which is guard- 
ed by two gulls, who sit perched upon 
its top, and who fly about with distiactj 
ing cries whenever a sail approaches. 
The rock itself is a study; as nearly as 
can be seen from the yacht tho dip is 
southeast. Near the centre is a wide 
dike extending north and south, within 
w hich is a second dike extending in the 
same direction, w hile a third dike extends 
from these to the western end of the 
Sheriff, extending east and west, on ex- 
actly at right angles with the first two 
dikes. Will some member of tho “\. N. 
II. S.” rise and explain? Two members 
of tho party have painted tho Sheriff, 
anchoring the vacht for the purpose, ami 
have succeeded admirably; while a third 
to-day scribbles as the Metis bounds over 
the waters, that you may have a pen por- 
trait of these beautiful scones. Leaving 
the Sheriff, we will uoxt show you the 
pictured rocks on Harbor Island, where 
you may see three beautiful profiles on 
the face of one cliff, Aunt Dinah and a 
Medallion head on still others, that is, 


you will sec them after we show thorn to 
you, for even our keen-eyed captain had 
nevor noticed them until we descried 
thorn, and we exult accordingly. Oppo- 
site these rocks wc rco Scrag island, whore 
wo find more seals on the reef, and the surf 
breaking grandly, the waves hero catch- 
ing the reflection of the sun’s sett ing rays, 
and soon we see tho orb of day drop into 
the sea, apparently, and sky nnd ocean 
become one blaze of glory. The west is 
(laming with gorgeous orango tints, while 
the east is glowing with roseate hues, 
when lo! the moon is seen emerging from 
tho water, nnd we sail home experiencing 
a Idecided ombnrassmont of riches, for 
whichever way tho eyes aro turned in 
beholding one beauty, wo miss another. 

The hills of Mt. Desert, Camden, Isle 
Au Hunt, the many beautiful islands, the 
ledges where the surf rolls in so grandly, 
with the varying effocts produced by 
different atmospheric conditions and dis- 
tance give us everchanging, always charm- 
ing views of infinite variety, of which no 
lover of sea and mountain can ever tire. 
Time and space forbid more than a mere 
mention of the whale wo saw on one of 
our first sails, or the shark more recent- 
ly encountered, or an account of the 
islands circumnavigated and explored, 
but it may bo truly said of this region 
that “Every prospect pleases.”

THE SAXONVILLE RAILROAD. 


MAYOR KIMHAI.I. AND CITY CI.KRK KINGS- 
Ill RY MAKE SPEECHES. 


At the celebration of the opening of 
tho street railroad between Saxonville 
and Framingham, both Mayor Kimball 
and City Clerk Kingsbury were called on 
for speeches, which are given in the 
Framingham Gazette: 

Mayor Kimball was introduced in a 
very complimentary manner, and said: I 
thank you, sir, for your very kind intro- 
duction, and for the compliment you 
have paid the city which I have the honor 
to represent. I assure you that the senti- 
ments you have expressed are fully re- 
ciprocated and I am happy to present our 
congratulations to this beautiful town, 
and upon this occasion which celebrates 
an important event in its history and one 
which I have no doubt will materially 
add to its growth, as well as to the com- 
fort of its people. I thank you for the 
privilege of being present and participat- 
ing in the pleasures of this occasion. It 
is fair to assume that tho establishment 
of this street railway will make large 
tracts of land available for building pur- 
poses, thereby accommodating more peo- 
ple and for the special reason that they 
can be carried a considerable distance in 
a short time and at a small expense. It 
furnishes also the advantages of inter- 
communication with different parts of 
the town, which naturally develops abet- 
ter acquaintance, and consequently the 
people become more united in whatever 
concerns tho welfare of the town, and 
more neighborly. I trust it must result 
in all the benefits you hoped for, and 
that it may be a means of adding to your 
prosperity. Apparently the gentlemen 
who have inaugurated this enterprise 
have made a good investment. I hope 
they have, and they are entitled to public 
thanks for the accommodation afforded 
to travel, and for other advantages aris- 
ing from it. In the management of mu- 
nicipal affairs it is a difficult problem to 
furnish the improvements required by 
tho citizens, and yet to keep within a 
moderate limit of expenditures. Appar- 
ently tho only feasible plan to reduce the 
rate of taxation is by increasing the in- 
come, which must be derived from new 
property. This street railway will give 
an impetus in the right direction, the de- 
velopment of additional taxable property. 
To the already large population in your 
town, your enterprises and advantages 
for residences and for business purposes, 
will be the means of so largely adding to 
your residents and of developing your re- 
sources that you may consider it wise ore 
long to join the sisterhood of cities. It 
is remarkable what advances and im- 
provements are going on and have taken 
place within a generation. It is within 
the memory ot some present, I dare say 
when it took days to make a journey, and 
which was attended by some hardships 
too, that can now bo accomplished in as 
many hours, with comfort and even 
luxury. When then it required weeks to 
communicate with different sections of 
the country, now it takes only as many 
moments. The inventive genius and en- 
terprise of our age have overcome the 
limitations of time and distance and have 
revolutionized the systems of communi- 
cation, and the commercial relations of 
tho world. With them have come a 
greater intelligence, wider liberality, 
better governments and a securer peace. 

Col. Kingsbury, the clerk of the "Gar- 
den City,” expressed pleasure at being 
presont on this auspicious occasion and 
referred pleasantly as well as humour- 
ously to the time some years since when 
he appeared in the same hall in an official 
and military capacity and sang on the oc- 
casion of a Grand Army gathering held 
by tho Framingham veterans. Ho spoke 
in favor of a city form of government, 
which Framingham might yet aspire to. 
This he thought preferable to tho un- 
wieldly town meeting.

POLITICAL XOTES. 


GLEANED FROM THE STATE PAPERS. 


West Newton, Aug. 25 1888. 

As the Summer draws to a close, wo | 
find that the number and variety of our 
floral acquaintances is growing smaller. 
Many of them like the sojourners at sca- 
hore and mountain, liavo put away 
their bright summer dressos and are 
preparing to enter upon the more impor- 
tant part of thoir yearly duties. he 
ripening of seeds and the storing up of 
means to repeat again the summer 
rightness, is what they have now to ac- 
complish. The majority of the flowers 
now in bloom are members ef the great 
Composite family, which, ns wo have 
said before contains those flowers which 
seem to have reached the highest degree 
of vegetalble evolution.and are therefore 
able to find a living when individuals 
not so well equipped for the great battle 
of life, would perish. The thickly clus- 
tered white blossoms of the Yarrow, and 
the yellow ones of the Tansy, have a 
sturdy, self-reliant look, while their fine- 
ly cut and delicately shaped leaves show 
that grace and beauty are not neces- 
sarily absent from even a busy working 
life. The name Achillea is derived from 
the Greek hero Achilles, who is said to 
have learned the medicinal value of the 
plant from his tutor, the centaur Chiron. 
If this is true, he seems to have neg- 
lected to communicate his knowledge to 
others, for since his time its virtues have 
remained hidden. The common and bo- 
tanical name of the Tansy are both de- 
rived from a Greek word moaning death- 
less, probably owing to the fact that the 
flowers are very long in withering, or in 
losing their bright yellow color. 

Among the first flowers we met in the 
spring, were the Everlasting and the 
Dandelion, and now among the last of 
of our Summer friends we have them 
again. The Fall Everlasting very closely 
resembles the earlier one, the chief dif- 
ference is in the fact that Antennaria 
has stamens and pistils on separate 
plants, and has a cluster of leaves grow- 
ing close to the root, while Guaphnlium 
has the two kinds of flowers in the same 
blossom, and has leaves only on the 
stem. 

The Fall Dandelion lacks the bright 
freshness of its springtime relative, and 
instead of sending up a flower stem 
crowned with one rich golden blossom, 
it puts forth several ‘blossoms on the 
same stem, and thus dividing its energies 
fails of reaching full success in its re- 
sults. 

The Sunflower is almost worthy of the 
worship it received for a while from the 
followers of Oscar Wilde. If it were 
not a common flower and were seen only 
in the shelter of the greenhouse, it would 
justly be prized as one of the most mag- 
nificent of nature’s efforts. It has also a 
very decided value apart from its appear- 
ance. It is almost equal to the Eucalyp- 
tus in its power of absorbing miasma, 
and generally purifying the air about it. 

“Then felt I like some watcher of the skies 

When a new planet swims within his ken.” 

These lines almost describe our sur- 
prise and delight at finding in our field 
such a very Be.iutiiui Neighbor as the 
little Ladies-tresses. Not that the flow- 
er is especially rare, but because wo did 
not expect to find it growing in such a 
locality. It belongs to the curious and 
beautiful familv of the Orchids. This 
family is one of peculiar interest to the 
botanist as it displays in the most strik- 
ing manner an adaptation of means to 
secure a definite end. Its flowers are all 
insect-fertilized, and the forms of the 
blossoms are very irregular, so much so 
that the winged visitors are compelled 
to outer and depart in such a way that 
they cannot, if they would, fail to fulfil 
the desilo of the plant. The family is a 
very large one hut it is only sparingly 
represented in this country; it is only in 
tin* tropics that it readies the full meas- 
ure of variety and beauty. Often the 
blossoms so closely imitate insects that 
it needs more than a casual glance to de- 
tect the deception. Flies, spiders, bees, 
butterflies, are all imitated with great 
success. We call it deception, tor there 
is little doubt that there is som tiling of 
this nature about these forms, in that by 
them they either attract those visitors 
they most desire, or frighten away uu- 
wished-for guests. Some of them seem 
t*» have freed themselves from the gross- 
er appetites of animals and plants, and 
literally live on air; being able in some 
mysterious way to procure all the suste- 
nance they require from the moist at- 
mosphere of t liei r forest home 


Biographies of candidates hastily pre- 
pared 'm the evo of a presidential cam- 
paign have not often In the past been en- 
titled to much consideration as works of 
literary art. Gen. Harrison is, however, 
most fortunate in his biographer. It was 
to liavo been expected that General Lew 
Wallace, the author of a work of such 
j literary merit as “Ben Hur,” would 
write a biography which would rank high 
| as a literary performance. Now on the 
appearance of his “Life of BenHarrison” 
wo find that the expectation is wholly 
justified. It is a capital volume well 
knit, succinct, accurate, yet interesting 
and vivid. It admirably fulfils its pur- 
pose of giving to voters all the necessary 
information about the man who fs the 
Republican candidate for the highest of- 
fice in the land, but it also does more 
tbau ibis— It gives a strong and vivid 
picture of the life in the days of the ear- 
ly settlers ill the Northwest, of the con- 
ditions of society in Indiana in the time 
preceding the outbreak of the War of 
the Rebellion, and masterly descriptions 
of battles during that war that in their 
every phase reveal the touch of the 
skilled novelist. They are true and in- 
teresting descriptions, which, by their 
spirit and likeness to life would give val- 
ue to the book, wore its hero the most 
obscure soldier in the ranks. As a poli- 
tician ho may ho judged by the maiiy 
extracts from his speeches which Mr. 
Wallace has placed at the close of the 
“Life,” and givo the position of General 
Harrison on overy question which is now 
beforo the people. His utterances will 
bo found to he characterized by strong 
good senso, a knowledge of the needs of 
the country and a high political intelli- 
gence. They are the sentiments of the 
best Republicans and show that he is 
worthy to lead them. It is to be regret- 
ted that Gen. Harrison’s letter of accep- 
tance was not ready to be issued with 
the book, as that would have given it 
additional interest. The book is pub- 
lished by Hubbard Brothers of Philadel- 
phia, and the cover is especially attract- 
ive. 


Trusts. 

The people of the United States are 
beginning to realize that the situation in 
which they are placed, by the trusts and 
combines multiplying around them, is 
very serious. The preliminary report of 
the Congressional committee on this sub- 
ject is a confession that up to this time 
no way has been discovered to relieve 
the public from the exactions of these 
new-fangled monopolists. The legal po- 
sition of the trusts is apparently impreg- 
nable. They have all the existing appa- 
ratus for making certain staple articles 
indispensable to civilized society, such 
as relined sugar, cotton bagging, steel 
rails, illuminating oils, etc. There are 
forty or fifty of these constrictors, or- 
ganized in one way and another, all 
squeezing the life out of that patient 
ox, the public. 

A suit at law has been begun against 
one of them in this State to dissolve cer- 
tain corporations that have been amalga- 
mated into a trust. The prosecution of 
this suit will occupy not less than three 
years, probably much more, and, it suc- 
cessfully maintained, will dissolve the 
wicked corporations. But how will that 
achievement help the public? The prop- 
erty of the dissolved corporation does 
not become public property. It still be- 
longs to the owners. Suppose that it is 
a sugar-refining company. Its existence 
as a corporation comes to an end. its ma- 
chinery and assets are sold in order 
that the proceeds may he divided among 
the shareholders. Its chief, perhaps its 
sole shareholder, is the trust. Of course 
the trust can bid more for the property 
than anybody else, because the proceeds 
fall into its own treasury. What the 
trust wants is the property, not the char- 
ter. If there is anything itcan easily dis- 
pense with, it is the corporate title. 
1’heie are probably some corporations 
amalgamated into trusts which the trusts 
wojitl be glad to have dissolved at the 
expense and by the authority of the 
State, as, foi example, those which have 
a few discontented, impracticable stock- 
holders. 

The dissolution of an incorporated 
company is an operation of extreme deli- 
cacy and difficulty, as has been found by 
those who have ever attempted to freeze 
out a minority interest, however small. 
We cun imagine that the trusts would 
he exceedingly obliged to the State for 
taking the job oft - their hands, eliminat- 
ing all disturbing elements and handing 
the property over to them. A corporate 
franchise is in no way esstntial to a trust, 
incorporated companies have been 
picked up and brought into tluso “com- 
bines,” not because that particular form 
of holding was desired, but because it 
was actually in existence, it was easier 
to lake it as it was than to change its 
form and its legal relations. But in the 
case of a property where division or own- 
ership is not desired, and where person- 
al liaoility for debts is imt apprehended, 
a charter from the State i* manifest y 
superfluous. No trust has sought to 
liavo itseli incorporated. No trust, we 
venture to say, cares a farthing whether 
its subordinate corporations are disincor- 
porated or not.

others, then it lias not yet sufficiently 
learned the lesson of its defeat in 1884, 
and can hardly hope for success when it 
refuses to profit by its experience.

It is openly asserted that the Senate re- 
publicans are about to abandom their 
plans of submitting a tariff bill.

They believe the surplus 
can be reduced without injury to the in- 
dustries of the country, and in lieu of a 
better way well accept the Mills way.
